NHDW YCRK, July 1—The great financial 
institutions of Wall street and the other 
monetary centers of the’ country began to- 
day the disbursement of over $150,000,000 in 
dividends and interest earned during the 
period of unprecedented thrift that has fol- 
lowed the Spanish war. A much greaier 
sum actualiy has been put in circulation, 
or will be during July. It is estimated that 
New York alone will disburse $10,000,000, 
while Boston will pay out $20,000,000, Phila- 
deiphia §$15,000,000,0000 and Chicago $6,000,000, 

Interest will become due and payabie on 
bonds which have a face value of $3,100,000, 
and stocks the par value of which amounts 
to $1,600,000. On these securities the inter- 
est will be about $95,000,000, as compared 
with $85,000,000 last July, §73,000,000 on the 
July preceding and $70,000,000 in 1896. 

In addition the Government will pay out 
$5,695,523 on the fours of 1907 and $718,662 on 
the bonds of the District of Columbia. It 
is impossible to estimate the amount paid 
out over the counter in Wall street to-day, 
though it was comparatively a small sum. 
In a majority of cases the payment of a 
dividend was purely a matter of bookkeep- 
ing, the amount being credited to the ac- 
count of the payee. The coupons on bonds 
will in a iarge majority of cases be col- 
lected by the banks, while a majority of

MARION, Ill, July L—At the inquést 
held by Coroner James Armstrong over 
the negro woman, Anna Carr, who was 
killed by the mob that fired into the coach 
load ‘of negro non-union miners at Fre- 
donia Friday, James Hicks, Ed Richie, Bil 
Brooks, Geo. Dutton, Mike Brown, negroes, 
and John Piano, Italian, were held as being 
members of the mob and guilty of the mur- 
der. These six were the only members of 
the mob that could be recognized by the 
ville they Were fired upon by about 3 
negroes and whites, blackened up and 
armed with Winehesters, and killed one 
woman. At thé Coroner’s inquest six men 
were held for this murder. On warrants 
I arrested three of these men, and a mob of 
20 miners took them away from me, cut 
my horses and harness and run my team 
of. Five hundred shots were exchanged 
between union and non-union miners this 
evening before I left Carterville, and Union 
City, north of Carterville, was burned. I 
witnesses who Were on the trial.

The present troub.e was precipi- 
tated yesterday when a committee of 13 
representing the Homestead Lodge of the 
Amaigamated Association went to Superin- 
tendent Correy to demand the reinstate- 
ment of the 15 union men who had been 
discharged at one time or another in the 
last three weeks. 

Mr, Correy and President C. M. Schwab 
received them in the company office, and 
discharged them, but informed 
them that they could not go back into the 
mill to get their dinner buckets. Thic ac- 
“tion of the company: incensed the union 
“men and they immediately took steps to 


get their members and sympathizers out 


_of the mill. The result of this movement 
is somewhat in doubt, as the men claim to 
have been successful in having at least 00 
skilled steel workers quit work, thereby 
seriously crippling the mill. 

he company, nowever, contrary to its 
usual custom, made an offimial statement 
to-day, as follows: 

“With reference to the reported strike 
last night at the Homestead Steel Works, it

New York Clergyman Resisted the 
Promptings of Hunger for Forty- 
Hight Days.

UTICA, N. Y., July 1—The Rev. J. 
Hughes Parry, the pastor of the Mariah 
Church, this city, broke his long fast to- 
day. From May. 15—48 days—he subsisted 
entirely on water and not a morsel of 
food touched his lips. 

He fasted in the hope of relieving a 
chronic ailment, @nd his condition to-night 
is considerably improved, although he is 
weakened from the lack of nutritious 
food. 

Throughout the fast Mr. Parry has not 

been confined to his bed, and ghort walks 
have been taken by him daily. Perhaps the 
most serious effects left upon him is the 
slight failing of his eyesight, attendant 
upon his weak condition. t is expected 
he will recover this as he agalan receives 
hig strength. 
For the first day or two Mr. Parry expe- 
rienced intense hunger, but this soon left 
him, and he was quite comfortable for 
some time after, until his weakened con- 
dition ave him discomfort. Occasional 
hunger bes been felt all through the fast, 
but Mr. Parry’s determination to starve 
out the disease prompted him-to resist all 
temptations to eat. 


RAILROADS MUST PAY UP. 


Commissioners’ Report on Louisville 
Bridge Favors Stockholders. 

‘ LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 1.—The report of 
Spécial Commissioner Charles F. Tay.or in 
the suit of John L. Dodd and other minority 
stockholders against the Louisville Bridge 
Co., the Pennsylvania, Baltimore & Ohio- 
Southwestern and Louisville & Nashville 
roads has been filed in the chancery court. 
The matter has been in litigation since 


41897. The minority stockholders claimed that 


in 1872 the railroads named as co-defendants 
had agreed to operate the bridge and pay 
the stocKholders 12 per cent annuaily. It 
was claimed that the dividend was reduced 
in 1876 to 8 per cent and later to 6 per cent. 
The commissioners find that the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Co., which is charged with 
having manipulated all the deals, owes the 
minority stockholders $2,065,875 and that 
henceforth the dividend of 12 per cent 
should be paid. 

The commissioners repor that the Penn- 
sylvania and other Northern roads should 
pay the Louisville & Nashville $2,000, award- 
ed some years ago, and that the Pennsy!- 
vania shouid pay $200,000 taxes. 

One of the statements in the report 
charges fraud in the conveyance of the 
north approach of the bridge to the Penn- 
sylvania, which worked to destroy the 
bridge and to do away with the traffic of 
competing lines into Louisville,

ANDERSON 1S QUITE CALM.

The suit was brought by Sallie Richard- 
son and (Mollie Rickey against Sallie 
Barnes, Jacob Statts and others to set 
aside a deed made by Elias Barnes, -the 
husband of Sallie Barnes, conveying & 
acres Of land to his> wife for life, ane at 
her death to go to his step~idtghter, Flora 
Statts, and if she died without heire to go 
to her uncle, Jacob Statts. 

Ppe Plaintiffs alleged fraud on the part 
of Mrs. Barnes and the Stattes. The ev!- 
dence showed that Dlias Barnes was deaf 
and dumb and could neither read nor 
write at thé time the deed was made, and 
hence the plaintiffs claimed that he was in- 
capable of understanding the provisions of 
the deed. It was further shown that while 
Mr. Barnes ‘was not conversant with the 
usual methods of swommunication by signs, 
he had a system of his own by which he 
could understand a person, and could make 
himself understood. It was shown also 
that C. B, Adkins, the nottary who wrote 
the deed and took the acknowledgment, 
was a man who understood Mr. Barnes’ 
method of communication, and that he had 
thoroughly explained the provisions of the 
deed to r.

CALVERT, Tex., July L—The most dis- 
astrous storm for several years in this dis- 
trict occurred last night. The streams and 
big rivers around here were @lled to their 
fullest capacity, running over, and every- 
thing ahead of them was swept to de- 
struction. The two rivers Little and Big 
Brazos have met, and more help is needed. 
All business houses are closed up, and 
everybody has gone to the rescue of the 
unfortunates. A number of lives have beén 
reported lost So far only five es have 
been recovered, all. being negroes, 

A number of houses in the lower art of 
the city are flooded. The railroad dges 
at the lower end of the town have been 
destroyed. One of them was built of stone 
and cement, and had undergone the rises 
of 2% years. The ‘Mayor and citizens have 
provided shelter and food-for the destitute.

MR SMITH ON PROTECTION. 


In his interview published in Saturday’s Post-Dispatch Post- 
master-General Smith said: 

“The tariff is not an issue of the same importance as in the 
past. The policy of protection aimed to build up our industries 
to a point where they could stand independent on their own 
feet.

-Continue the policy? If the industrial independence of the 
country is established, as Mr. Smith claims and as is proved by 
the invasion of English markets by American manufacturers, 
why keep an oppressive tariff which enables the home pro- 
ducer to gouge Americans while selling at competition prices 
to the rest of the world?

» 
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MISSOURI! BEATS DENMARK. 

The Danes are pretty good farmers and they have a fertile, 
level country admirably edapted to grain growing, with a 
climate to suit. The population of Denmark is 2,200,000. That 
of Missouri is 2,679,184. The cultivated land is about the same 
in both. 

But while Denmark produces a grain crop of 86,000,000 bushels 
per annum, Missouri produces 202,400,000 bushels of grain per 
annum, made up of 167,000,000 bushels of corn, 9,400,000 bushels 
of wheat and 26,900,000 bushels of oats, these being the crop fig- 
ures in 1597. 

While Denmark produces 89 bushels of grain to each of her 
inhabitants, Missouri produces 75 to each inhabitant. 

A great many other European countries besides Denmark 
will have to wake up if they wish to be “in the game” with 
Missouri. 

Many graybeards who in their youth were fascinated by Mrs. 
BSouthworth's “Hidden Hand” in Bonner’s old New York 
Ledger will regret to learn of the death of that prolific author. 
To thousands of the young people of the old Ledger days, Mrs. 
Southworth was a literary prodigy of the largest dimensions. 
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A PROSPEROUS COUNTRY. 


Those who would abolish the extremes of inordinate wealth 
and hopeless poverty may find.something worth studying in 
New Zealand and New South Wales. 

In 1891, after a disastrous period of depression, the Govern- 
ment reduced the customs tariff duties and instead levied a 
tax of a penny in the pound on the value of land. Slight as 
was the change the effects were felt in a revival of busi- 
ness, a rise in wages and general prosperity. In 1893 the 
colony weathered the financial storm without any loss and is 
to-day in a sound financial and political condition. It is said 
that further reductions of the tariff are contemplated to be 
accompanied by an increase in the land tax. 

While these reforms were working out the Government aoco- 
quired the railways, telegraph, telephones, etc., carrying out 
@ most advanced programine of socia] and economic reform. 

Whether or not New Zealand prosperity is due to any or all 
ef these reforms will probably be questioned, but the claim 
is strengthened by the example of New South Wales, which 
pursued an almost identical policy and has enjoyed a like 
degree of good times. The lowest wages are $1.75 to $2.25 a day 
for common labor—pick and shovel men. There are no mil- 
lionaires and no paupers, a happy mediocrity of condition pre- 
vailing in both colonies. 

All this may mean much, little of nothing, but it is worth 


looking into.

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VICTORY FOR FREE SPEECH. 


At a meeting of the congregation of the University of Chi- 
cago the question of free speech was thoroughly discussed, the 
Fesult being the following resolutions: 

*L. That the principle of complete freedom of speech on all 
= i _ Subjects has from the beginning” been regarded as fundamenta) 
a mes ‘the University of Chicago, as has been shown both by the 
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the University as such does not appear as disputant on either 

side upon any public question, and that the utterances which 

any professor may make in public are to be regarded as rep- 
regenting his own opinions only, 

This is both right and politic. Those who would restrict col- 
lege orofessors to “safe topics’’ urge that when latitude is per- 
mitted the college suffers financially. A professor, for instance, 
who denounces the crimes of trusts and monopolies gives of- 
fense to the promoters of the combines; and these are the very 
men who give most liberally to great institutions of learning. 

This is no doubt true, but can a university afford to buy 
financial support at the cost of everything which makes it 
really useful? If money is te be the prime consideration, what 
becomes of that which money cannot buy? 

The resolutions are a timely notice that Chicago University 
is not a Standard Oj] annex. It will reassure those who have 
been suspicious of the institution. Iowa College, where Prof. 
Herron is fighting for the primary right of citizenship, would 
do well to-follow the example of Chicago. 
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In the St. Joseph insurance case the State Supreme Court has 
followed the St. Louis Court of Appeals in delivering a body 
blow at the trusts in Missouri. The combine bunglingly con- 
cealed under the name of the Insurance Agents’ Social] Club, Is 
declared a trust under the meaning of the law, and the anti- 
trust law is sustained. In consequence 73 insurance com- 
panies are deprived of the privilege of doing business in this 
State. Every anti-trust lew in this State which has been 
tested, has proved valid. So far as the State is concerned the 
way is clear to the protection of the p@ople from trust combi- 
nations. But the success of the Attorney-General in knocking 
out the trusts in the courts emphasizes the villainy of the law 
creating the St. Louis Street Railway Trust. 
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WHAT WATERED STOCK MEANS. 


The trust organs and the advocates and apologists of the St. 
Louis Street Railway Trust, created by the street railway con- 
solidation bill are obtuse with regard to the wrong in the 
watering of the stock of public or quasi-public corporations. 
Apparently they are unable to see that to squeeze dividends 
and interest on a capitalization of $100,000,000 out of franchise 
property in which only $25,000,000 have been invested is getting 
something for nothing. 

In one of his Chicago lectures Prof. George D. Herron thus 
characterizes stock watering: 

Now watered stock its a method of high treason by 
which corporations forcibly tax the nation for private 
profit, and by which they annually extort millions from 
American toilers and producers. It ig as essentially a sys- 
tem of violence, spoil and robbery as would be the over- 
running of the nation by Tartar hordes, laying hands on 
whatever they choose to take for their own. 

This indictment of stock watering applies with peculiar force 
to street railway monopolies. They hold franchises, obtained 
by bribery, for the use of the streets in supplying necessary 
transportation to the people of the city. The franchises were 
taken from the people and the people are bound to use the rail- 
ways. When the owners of the monopoly make dividends on a 
capitalization fuur times as great as the capital invested, they 
rob the people of the excess. In other words, when the people! 
pay 6 cents for a street car ride when 2 cents are ample com- 
pensation for the service the excess of 3 cents is a tribute levied 
upon the people by monopoly. 

That is precisely the situation in St. Louls. When Gov. 
Stephens and the State Legislature gave legal permission to 
the street car syndicate to monopolize the street railways and 
to capitalize the properties without limitation, they gave the 
syndicute the privilege of levying on the people of St. Louis a

Moslems Took Her Before the Grand 
High Mogul, but She Was Not 
Long a Prisoner.

LONDON, July 1.—Miss Alma Dalma, an 
American singer, who was once the wife of 
Rudolph Aronson of New York, has just 
arrived in London. She has told an inter- 
viewer the story of her.capture while en- 
deavoring to enter the precincts of a 
mosque in a Moorish town near Fez. Miss 
Dalma said: 

“I was accompanied a Mohammedan 
woman. We joined the throng and entered 
the temple. passed some time unmo)est- 
ed. but suddenly I was surrounded by as 
fierce a looking lot of cutthroats as you 
could possibly imagine, who, with loud im- 
precations, hurried me out of the mosque 
and took me before the Cadi, to await or- 
ders from the Sultan, 

“After two days’ confinement fn a large 
apartment of the Cadi’s house I was es- 
corted to Fez. I was not subjected to any 
harsh treatment on the journey, but I had 
many misgivings as to the outcome of an 


interview with so potent a ruler as the 


Sultan. . 

*“‘My interpreter said I might be punished 
by being led through the streets of Fez 
with a rope around my neck like a camel 
and fed on wild asparagus, which is the 
food of the camels, the most despised beasts 
of Morocco. 

“However, after an almost continuous 
journey of 26 hours tin the broiling sun, Fez 
was reached, and was immediately 
ushered tnto the presence of the Sultan, 
Mulai Abdul Aziz. He is about 18 years old, 
and he looked very grave at the serious 
charge of entering a sacred mosque pre- 
ferred against me. 

“After a somewhat lengthy discussion I 
heard him make an exclamation in his 
native tongue, which I subsequently was 
given to understand was a complimentary 
allusion to myself. 

“Anyhow, I soon afterward was released, 
and on the arrival of my caravan I en- 
gaged a good sized dwelling house and re- 
mained some time in Fez. Afterward I 
received many courtesies at the hands of 
the Sultan.”

‘In the first place haif the battle ought 
to be won before you reach the house. 
When you are summoned, you will proba- 
bly be told the nature of the case. You 
will hear that the child is very low and 
perhaps not expected to Iive. The. first 
duty of the true, earnest Christian Scien- 
tist is to treat him or herself before he 
ever reaches his patient. When you are 
told that the chi.d has whooping cough 
you will at once say to yourself, ‘This is 
not 80; there is no such thing as whoop- 
ing cough. God made that little child the 
same as he made us all and the Divine 
Mind certainly never intended that the poor 
littie frame of that child should be racked 
by anyth ng so distressing as whooping 
cough.’ If by the time you reach the sick- 
room you have been imbued with this 
thought. with a proper sense of ‘realiza- 
tion,’ you will find that there is already 
a change for the better. 

“Tf the anxious parent has been putting 
goose o!] on the child’s throat you will tel] 
her to throw the bottle away. If the little 
chest of the baby !s wrapped up in flan- 
nels you will take them off. You must then 
insist that no one enter the room but the 
mother, and not even she while you are 
there.”’ 

“Now comes the hardest part of your 
work. There never was a case of whoop- 
ing cough or measles or scariet fever but 
what was caused entirely by maternal 
fear, Every fond mother who starts in to 
raise a child waits anxiously for the 
period when her offspring ie mortally sup- 
posed to be subjected to the various chil- 
dren’s diseases. Where that fear exists 
to any extent there is no possible escape 
for the child, conequently you will in a 
case of this sort help to treat both mother 
and child. 

“By constant, earnest realization you 
must remove all fear from this mother's 
heart. Then you will see how much you 
are helped in treating the child itself. 
Never for one moment Must you forget to 
o back to the first principle of Chrisiian 
Rotence. You must remember that God is 
all in all; that sickness is but an error; 
that error does not exist in reality, being 
hut the absence of truth.

GEN. MILES IS A SPEAKER. 


The Imposing Ceremonies Held on the 
Anniversary of the Battle of 
San Juan. 


CINCINNATI, July L—The anniversary 


Fort Thomas to-day with imposing cere- 
monies. The Sixth United States Infantry 
formed the first garrison of Fort Thomas 


and left there April 19, 1898, for Tampa. 
The regiment landed at Baiquiri June 2, 
and eight days later was engaged at San 
Juan hill. : 
ment lost in k.lled at San Juan Hill Capt. 
Wetherill, Léeutenants Ord, Thurman and 
Benchley and 2% men, 

The citizens of Cincinnati, Covington, 
Newport and vicinity have placed on one 
side of the stone water tower at Fort 
Thomas a fine tablet in honor of Col. Bg- 
bert, killed near Manila, March 36, 1899, 
and on the other side a rich tablet in mem- 
ory of other fallen_heroes of the Sixth In- 
fantry. These tablets were unveiled to- 
day before a multitude with addresses by 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, Senator Foraker and 
others. Miss Wetherill, a daughter of the 
late Capt. Wetherill, and Miss Mason, a 
niece the late Lieut. Ord, unveiled the 
tabiets during the national salute, followed 
by massed bands. 

Gen. Miles arrived early to-day from 
Pittsburg and took quarters at the 8st. 
N:.cholas Hotel. He declined a reception at 
the hall of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Gen. Miles re:eived the salute due his 
rank on urriving at Fort Thomas, He was 
conveyed from the city in a special trolley 
car, preceded by two other special cars 
filled with members of the Ohio Command- 
ery of the Loyal Legion, of which Gen. 
Egbert was a member. 

It was a notable fact that James Arnold, 
the master of ceremonies at the unveiling 
as chairman of the Chamber of Commerce 
Committee, was a realous member of the 
Confederate army. He made the state- 
ment that the tablet erected In memory of 
the Sixth Infantry was the first tribute of 
the kind ever given by the public to the 
army of the United States.

GEN. MILES IS A SPEAKER. 


The Imposing Ceremonies Held on the 
Anniversary of the Battle of 
San Juan. 


CINCINNATI, July 1—The anniversary 
of the battle of San Juan was celebrated at 
Fort Thomas to-day with imposing cere- 
monies. The Sixth United States Infantry 
formed the first garrison of Fort Thomas 
and left there April 19, 1898, for Tampa. 
The regiment landed at Baiquiri June 22, 


and eight days later was engaged at San 
Juan Hill. One year ago the Sixth Regi- 
ment lost in k.lled at San Juan Hiil Capt. 
Wetherill, Léeutenants Ord, Thurman and 
Benchley and 2% men, 

The citizens of Cincinnati, Covington, 
Newport and vicinity have placed on one 
side of the stone water tower at Fort 
Thomas a fine tablet in honor of Col. Bg- 
bert, killed near Manila, March 26, 1899, 
and on the other side a rich tablet in mem- 
ory of other fallen_heroes of the Sixth In- 
fantry. These tablets were unveiled to- 
day before a multitude with addresses by 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, Senator Foraker and 
others. Miss Wetherill, a daughter of the 
late Capt. Wetherill, and Miss Mason, a 
niece the late Lieut. Ord, unveiled the 
tabiets during the national salute, followed 
by massed bands. 

Gen, Miles arrived early to-day from 
Pittsburg and took quarters at the 8t. 
N:cholas Hotel. He declined a reception at 
the hall of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Cien. Miles re:eived the salute due his 
rank on urriving at Fort Thomas, He was 
conveyed from the city in a special trolley 
car, preceded by two other special cars 
filled with members of the Ohio Command- 
ery of the Loyal Legion, of which Gen. 
tazbert was a member.

He is # years old and lived 
at 12088 Washington avenue. He has a son

Blake is 27 years old, and has a wife and 
family living in St. Louis. He was ar- 
rested here about a year ago, on a charge 
of conducting a bogus detective agency. 
In appearance he is shrewder than Hamil- 
ton, though he asserts he got many busi- 
ness cues from the latter. 

Prior to his coming here, two months 
ago, Hamilton was located at Cuba, Mo.

Novelty Co. He had little success and 
turned from failure to religion, when he 
received the sympathy of Rev. Mr. January 
pastor of the rst Methodist Church a 
Cuba, Mo. He led the services fr ently 
and came to be known as “Brother ‘nil. 
ton.”” After a while “Brother Hamilton” 
expressed the desire to go to St. Louis, and 
he was forthwith accommodated with the 
meanr to reach the city. He “‘went broke’ 
— --. ues to hae Louis and pawned

He is said to have aenset several hundred 
dollars at Sweet Springs, Mo., where he 
was established for about 380 days. 

Among his victims was Ned Barnes, edi-

He has already 
gathered much important evidence, Over 
a hundred letters are on file in the Post- 
Office Inepector’s department from persone 
Who claim to have been swindled by Blake 
& ‘o., and the complaints are piling higher 
With every mall, 

“It is the most remarkable case,” said 
Chief Postoffice Inepector Dice; “that hag 
ever come under my observation. Appa- 
rently Blake and Hamilton had schemed to 
make all sorts of money. Persons subscrib- 
ing for theig stock would voluntarily be 
wiiling to wait a while before the great 
dividend was declared. In this way the 
concern had time to jump from place to 
place, and change its name constantly. 

“They took whatever sum they could get 
for the stock, In some instances they dis- 
posed of a big block for $100. The leading 
article advertised for a while as their chief 
money-maker was a phosphate of which it 
had been represented 10,000 pints were sold 
in Springfield, O. Then there was the in- 
valid chair, which Blake & Hamilton as- 
serted, was a veritable gold nugget. 

“Our investigation shows they had but 
two chairs in stock at 825 Chestnut street, 
which was — to be one of their big 
storerooms. heir letters and bill heads 
and circulars contained the most preten- 
tious announcements. I can’t tell ae yet 
the full extent of their operations. It was 
a gigantic fake. Hamilton is a slave to 
morphine and on that account he may not 
be responsible for every absurd deal in 
which he had a hand. ut Hamilton had 
been charged with fraud in anotfher town 
and jumped his bond before he came 
to St. Louis, and though Hamilton & Blake 
are rich on paper, they are poor in reality. 
Neither is able to sceure a bondsman. 

Hamilton looks much older than he really 
is. ’His face is pale and drawn, and the 
cheek bones are prominent. He relies on 
morphine to withstand the ordeal of prison 
He talks slowly and with delibera- 
Nion. His only regret is that disgrace may 
attach to his little boy. He was in Mar- 
shal Bohle’s office bidding his young son 
good-bye, before going to jail when asked 
regarding the truth of the charge aga-nst 
him. The tears came into his eyes and in a 
choking voice he replied: 

“TIT can’t admit what they accuse me of. 
I have done no one an intentional wrong.”’ 

“Was your stock bona fide?” he was 
asked. 

There was a pitiful look in his dull eyes 
as he turned to the reporter and said: 

“No, not all of it.” 

Then he took this boy on his lap again 
and kissed him. The little fellow cried. 

“Papa, 1 hope they won’t keep you in 
the prison long.” he said. 

A few minutes afterward Hamilton was 
handcuffed and led away. 

Blake is more cool and reserved in man- 


ner. 

“Hamilton had a good thing and I went 
into it,"’ Is the way he states his connection 
with the case. He's Sorry. of course, he 
says, but ike Hamilton, his weeping is for 
his family and children, of whom there 
are three. He doesn’t think anything can 
proved against him.

Force to 6000 Effectives. 


FEW VOLUNTEERS RE-ENLIST. 


STREAM OF RE-ENFORCEMENTS 
| WILL SOON SET IN TO MANILA.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Over 40,000 fight- 
ing men—to be exact 41,075—have been sent 
to Manila to crush the Filipinos; one regi- 
ment, the Nineteenth Infantry and 3000-Te- 
cruits are at San Francisco awaiting trans- 
portation, and in addition to these, nearly 
4000 more soldiers are scheduled to go to 
the Philippines between now and Aug. 7.

Those familiar with the situation do not 
take the same optimistic view as Post- 
master-General Smith, especially the state- 
ment that only one tribe is in revolt. In- 
formation here has been that resistance 
ageing’ American authority is general 
throughout the islands an:q that the alleged 
friendiy natives are at heart opposed to 
this Government, ag shown in secret at- 
tacks. It is true that the principal trouble 
is on Luzon, as Gen, Otis has drawn in his 
lines around Manila, and is not making ag- 
gressive movements beyond to develop 
trouble. 

In cablegrams from Hong Kong, which 
escaped the Manila censor, it is stated 
that the war against the insurgents is un- 
popular among the troops, who show no 
enthusiasm in their work and little pride 
in the victories which they have won. 

This statement is borne out by an Asso- 
ciated Press cable, which came direct from 
Manila to-day, and must have passed the 
censor, Who possibly did not see its signifi- 
cance. It states that the Nebraska Regi- 
ment and the Utah Artillery sails for home 
to-night, and that 80 of the former and 2% 
of the latter will remain in Manila, a ma- 
jority of whom will re-enlist. Sixteen is 
a majority of 30. So it will be seen that 
in making up his veteran skeleton regiments 
Gen. Otis has secured the re-enlistment of 
only 16 men out of an entire regiment of 
volunteers. 

According to the best estimates obtain- 
able, the following is the condition of Gen. 
Otis’ army: When the volunteers are gone 
the military force in the islands at Gen. 
Otis’ disposal will be in all about 10,000. 
Of this number 4600 are at Iloilo, Cebu or 
other stations among the southern islands. 
Deducting 7 per cent of sick from Gen. 
Otis’ force, and the troops established as 
stationary _nardbten gyre in Manila and at San 
Fernando, Imus and other outlying towns 
and in the southern fslands, scarcely more 
than 6000 troops remain in all the Philip- 
pines for operations against the insur- 
gents.

There are three separate and distinct sea- 
sons in the Philippines—dry, wet and cool. 
The dry season sets in during March and 
continues until the middie and sometimes 
the end of June. This is also the hottest 
season. The dry season is followed by the 
rainy months, which include July, August, 
September and October, and very often the 
last half of June and the early part of No- 
vember. Then comes the cool season, which 
is the most delightful part of the year. and 
lasts until the dry season sets in during 
March. The changes are not more abrupt 
than in some parts of the United States. 
The rainy season, of which so much has 
been said, does not prevail) alike all over 
the archipelago. From some time in June 
untfl in ovember the prevailing winds 
are from the southwest and northeast. 
They are called monsoons, and while they 

revail it rains nearly all the time. During 

he southwest winds the rainfall is mostly 

confined to the western half of the isiands, 
which would include the territory occupied 
by our troops. On the east coast rain is 
most plentiful from early in November to 
about the beginning of March, while the 
northeast winds are prevailing. On both 
coasts and in the interior the monsoons 
very often have a velocity of from & to % 
miles per hour and are accompanied by 
heavy falls of rain. During the cool season 
the climate in the region where our troops 
| will be in the field could not be more fa- 
~orable. 

Until the cool season begins, however, 
the Ameficans will have to remain in bar- 
i racks 

paigning during the rainy season, it is the 
sickly season, and even the natives have to 
be careful. The prevailing diseases are dys- 
entery, smallpox and the various kinds of 
fevers, while leprosy is Min common, Oc- 
casionally the islands, eSpecially LuZon, are 
visited by cholera, and it usually becomes 
an epidemic.There have been many destruc- 
tive earthquakes and volcano eruptions. 

The volcano of Taal, situated some miles 
south of Cavite, has been knowh to throw 
rocks and cinders as many as 70 miles 
away, But there have been no very sérious 
earthquakes or volcano eruptions in recent 
years. Yet the people live in dread of them 
all the time, especially foreigners, 

All correspondents at Menila and all sol- 
diers who have returned ffom there sa 
that the Filipinos fight with courage. 
recent letter from an officer with MacAr- 
thur’s division, now at San Fernando, 
about 40 miles north of Manila, praises the 
skill shown by the natives in building en- 
trenchments. He @ays: — 

“The whole country from Manila to San 
Fernando is seamed and scarred. with 
trenches. Trenches barricade the wagon 
roads, and every position is protected. Nor ]* 
are these defenses mere earthworks, the 
Filipinos having used railroad iron to make 
bomb-proof protections, and at the samé 
time afford loopholes from which to fire. 
The retreats from these fortifications’ were 
conducted along pathways hidden, vary 
largely, by branches of bamboo, and to 
these places of shelter uinaldo’s forces 
retired whenever American shells _ fell 
among them The Filipinos in their steady 
retreat across the flelds have been buiid- 
ing trenches wherever they have been al- 
lowed to stand. 

“The insurgents have planned for retreat 
at every stand, and their earthworkers 
have become skilled in this art. Across 
the railroad grade, at equal intervals, cross- 
sections have been cut out, and through 
these openings the retreating Filipinos 
could get from one side of the track to the 
other without being seen. 

“It is known now how these defenses 
have been made. The engineer who over- 
sees the work is a graduate of an engineer- 
ing school at Hong Kong, China. That ac- 
counts for the neatness and precision with 
which the work has been done. Those in- 
Surgente who have no guns are put to 
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work, together with their prisoners, with 
pee and spade, or, if these implements are 
acking, with a bamboo slat, which is used 
as a shovel. Women have been seen help- 
ing in the work, carrying the excavated 
dirt away in baskets, which they bear on 
their heads. It certainly must have taken

MANILA, July 1, 7456 p. m—The rebels 
made a demonstration at Ban Fernando 
last evening. They took advantage of the 
darkness and rain to make a sally against 
the north line, seemingly only for the pur- 
pose of annoying the Americans, as they 
failed to push their attack. The Amert-

SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—The transport 
Pennsylvania with the Twenty-fifth United 
States Infantry and a large number of re- 
cruits for the army in th hilippines, sailed 
for Manila to-night. Col. A. § Burt is in 
command of the men on the vessel and is 
expected to make a speedy trip. 


SAILING FOR HOME. 


Few of the Nebraska and Utah Men 
Re-Enlist. 

MANILA, July 1—The United States 
transport Hancock sails for home to-night 
with 740 men of the Nebraska regiment 
and 20 men of the Utah Artillery. About 
80 of the Nebraskans and 2% of the Utahs 
remain here, a majority of them re-enlist- 
ing. The Nebraska troops have been living 
on board the ship in the harbor this week, 
awaiting the Utah's readiness for depart- 
ure.

WONDERFUL OLD MAN 


|“PATTY” STEWART’S LIFE STORY | 


READS LIKE A ROMANCE. 


SAILOR, COMPOSER ANC ACTOR. 


A Merry Old Minstrel Man Who Has 
Had Enough Adventures to Filla 
Lot of Books. 


J. C. Stewart, known everywhere as 
“Fatty” Stewart, now filling an engage- 
ment at Ernest's Pavilion, Mannion Park, 


is in many respects the most remarkable 
man on the stage. To begin w:th, he is| 
65 years old this month, but he dances! 
and capers about as nimbly as he did 2% 
years ago, sings as well, his hair is bareiy | 
perceptibly gray, and in love of fun, in 
buoyancy of spirit, in appetite, mirthfulness 
and general d.sposition, he is still a boy. | 
Physically he is as tough as an oak tree, 
one proof of which is in the tobacco he 
smokes; it is the strongest biackest navy 
plug obtainable, which he cuts with a 
knife and rolls in his hand, sailor fashion, 
One pipeful would produce acute n.cotine 
poisoning in an ordinary smoker, but Mr, 
Stewart is never feazed by it. 

But Mr. Stewart is not only remarkable 
because of youthful and vigorous old age, 
He is remarkable for his versatility and 
for the varied career he has led. Begin- 
ning as a stowaway on a merchant ship, he 


was by turns a sailor in that service, and | 
in the revenue cutter service and the United 
States Navy. He underwent shipwreck and 
was on duty at the bombardment of-Vera 
Cruz in the Mexican War. Later he was, 
by turns a music hall singer, siroliing m-i- 
strel, song and dance artist, comedian, sa- 
loon and music hall proprietor, theatrical ; 
manager, playwright, impressario, builder 
and owner of playhouse, composer of opera, , 
Federal office holder, promoter, manufac- | 
turer, warehouseman and builder of a town 
named after his most successful play. 

In addition, he was actually one of Bar- 
num’s freaks in early life, having been one 
of the gest showman’s prize fat boys. 

John C. Stewart or John Stewart Crossy, 
as he really is, was born in Dublin in 1834; 
was taken to Liverpool when an infant, 
and lived there until 9 years old, when he 
stowed himself away in a bark bound for 
St. John’s, New Brunswick, received the 
customary ropes ending when discovered, 
and was put to work for the rest of the 
journey. He then apprenticed himself, 
started asa cabin boy, was shipwrecked In 
the English Channel on the second trip. 

icked up by the steamer Belfast of Bel- 
ast and taken to Belfast and back to 
Liverpool. 

While waiting for his masters to re-ship 
him he was standing on the docks one day 
when he saw the bark Euclid ready to sail 
for Mobile. He got aboard and went to 
work with the other boys and was sup- 
posed to be one of the crew, until when out 
to sea and the pilot boat gone back, the 
mates on forming the watches, found the 
extra boy. Again he was rope-ended 
soundly and — to work, 

In Mobile Bay he had a queer adventure, 
He had been tlogged unjustiy, and whiie 
weeping over his troubles in the fore- 
castle he noticed a bale of cotton fall from 
a merchantman lying close by whi.e being 
hoisted on deck from a barge. The baie 
drifted down by the Euclid, and knowing 
someone would come after it, the Caring 
youngster crawled into the chaine an 
straddled the bale as it floated by. He was 
rescued by a water boat, and traneferred 
to the revenue cutter Wolcott. At this 
time the boy was as round as an apple 
dumpling, very short and abnormally fat. 
His brownie-like appearance amused the 
officers of the cutter and being short a boy 
he was yee at $6 per month, which to 
a boy who had worked for nothing so far— 
except ropes-endinge and food—seemed like 
a fortune, and he had visions of going back 
to buy Liverpoo) outright. 

He afterwards served on the Revenue

was discovered that while he was not a 
Barnum frea’, he was entitled to be, since 
he was as big as either of the two other 
fat boys on exhibition. He was then 15 
years old, still very short for, his age, but 
weighing 200 pounds. He was engaged on 
the spot at $10 a month and board at the 
Astor’ House, and the two Highland Mam- 
moth Brothers became three. 

He remained five years with Barnum as 
freak, and later as comic s.nger and came- 
dian, and his reminiscences of the great 
showman would fill a book. 

At 20 years old young Stewart began or- 
ganizing minstrel companies, which trav- 
eled from town to town in the East afoot. 
They were not after wealth, but a living 
and fun. Of those early companies every 
one finally became stars, among them be- 
ing J. K. Campbell, J. J. Carroll, Ole Bull 
Dunn, Mert Sexton, George Cooney, Dan 
Leon, D.ck Berthlan, William Ray and Joe 
Flynn, the greatest practical joker of his 
generation, who acquired a national fame 
when barkeeper of the Metropo.itan at 
Washington, a great resort for the states- 
men of the early ‘50's. 

Later Stewart drifted into the theatrical 
business, farce and comedy being his spe- 
cilalties. He made money, lots of it, and 
spent lots of it too. Forty years ago he 
was half owner of ‘“‘The Melodeon,”’ a 6a- 
loon and music hall on Third street near 
Olive, a popular resort in those days. He 
successively opened “The Shades,”” on 
Broadway, near Washington; ‘‘The Shaks- 
peare,”’ on Broadway, near Franklin, and 
“The Falstaff,”’ opposite “The Melodeon.”’ 
He operated three of these places at once. 
In those days in St. Louis a ‘‘rough house” 
was a nightly occurrence, and Mr. Stewart 
acquired a widespread reputation as a 
‘“‘scrapper.”’ It was said of him that he 
could clean out a saloon quicker than any 
man in St. Louls. But he never sought 
a battle, and fought only in self-defense, 
or the interests of peace. 

Mr. Stewart made money right along fn 
St. Louis and afterwards on the road, and 
in 1876 he built the North Broad Street 
Theater, Philadelphia, which he operated 
successfully unt:] the lease expired. Among 
his company were many who afterwards 
became famous, among them the late An- 
nie Pixley, and Laura Joyce. Junius Bru- 
tus Booth, Charlotte Cushman, Charles R. 


| Pope, Aimee, Grau’s French Opera, were 


among his attractions, and while playing a 
season of light operas he conceived the re- 
markable idea that he could compose as 
good an opera as the next man. 

He did compose an opera, and the 
achievement is probably unique in musical 
annals. He played the tambourine weilil, 
and other stringed instruments passably. 
That was the extent of his musical educa- 
tion, but, inspired by his one ambition, he 
went to work at 45 years of age to learn 
thorough bass. Six months later he com- 
posed the score and wrote the libretto of 
“The First Life Guards,” which had a 
successful run. This was his only under- 
taking in this line, and, strange to say, 

iving no further attention to music, his 

nowledge of that art left him almost as 

speedily as he acquired it, just as the 
man forgets the rules he learned at school, 
while retaining the results.

tank River, off Chesapeake Bay, and he 
makes his home there. He built a large 
wharf, a big store, a fre.ght house, saw 
mill, fertilizer factory and laboratory, be- 
sides the houses for his workmen, as he 
operated these industries himself. He was 
Postmaster for seven years under Cleve- 
land and Harrison, but being on the road 
most of the time, his daughter was ap- 
pointed deputy. He no longer operates 
these enterprises, but they are leased, and 
cont:nue to support the population of the 

town he founded. 

Forty years ago Mr. Stewart married 
Miss Isabel Cooban in St. Louis. She was 
not in the profession, and has never trod- 
den the stage, nor has his only daughter, 
who is married and lives at Two Johns, 
where she is express agent and steamboat 
agent for the Baltimore, Chesapeake & At- 
lantic Rallway and 'Navigat on Company. 

But while the ladies of his ‘household did 
not enter the profession, his three boys 
all did. John was manager of the People’s 
Theater, Philadelphia, until his death, four 
years ago: Frank is manager of a “Two 
Johns’’ company; and Butler C., now with 
his father at Mannion Park, has been man- 
ager of several of his father’s com- 
panies and was one of the  busi- 
ness managers of Pawnee Bill’s Wild 
West show. Butler is an M. D., hav- 
ing studied at Jefferson Medica] College 
Philadelphia; City Hospital, Baltimore, an 
the Kentucky School of Medicine, Louis- 
ville. He successfully conducted a large 
sanitarium in Philadelphia which cost $750,- 
000, but being a chip off the old block, he 
“cast physic to the dogs,’’ and got back 
into the profession. 

In pleasing contrast to the connubial in- 
felicity so common to player folks, Mr. 
Stewart's married life has been exception- 
ally happy. His wife travels with him, 
and one of his sons is usually in this com- 
pany as actor or in some other capacity. 
When his work at the theater is done he 
goes directly to his room to-his family, 
his pipe, his books and his writing, re- 
maining with those companions until time 
for the next day’s work. In earlier life 
‘‘Fatty’’—the name has clung to him since 
boyhood—may have spent nights “‘with the 
boys;”’ nay, he did, and has many warm 
yarns to tell of those days, but he has 
not “‘looked on the wine,’’ red or other- 
wise, these 30 years, and his nearest ap- 
roach to it is an occasional glass of Weiss 
eer. There is a big heart in his big body, 
too. The loss of his son, John, was a ter- 
rible blow to him, and he lost 6 pounds 
in weight after that event. 

He shines in conversation. With his many 
adventures, a keen sense of humor, a won- 
derful memory, an inexhaustible fund of 


stories and great powers of mimicry, he 
can entertain one by the hour, or the day, 
for that matter. This flow of spirits is 
contagious and even a very ordinary story 
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J.C. (“FATTY”) STEWART. 
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a spirit of hilarity, rather than sentiment, 
he sang ‘“Wearing of the Green” in a pub- 
lic music hall.

1 SA MODEL MAN, 


Most ae Keatucky 
Leader Since Clay’s Days. 


HE HAS KILLED HIS MAN. 


WEITHER DRINKS NOR SMOKES 
AND OPPOSES GAMBLING. 


Though Himself an Agnostic, He 
Keeps Up the Membership of His 
Mother, Who Is Dead, in Her 
Old Church. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., July 1—William Goe- 
bel, the Democratic candidate for Govern- 
or of Kentucky, is the most remarkable 
politician Kentucky has had since the days 
of Henry Clay and Jonna C, Breckinridge, 

He does not smoke or drink. 

He is the enemy of ag trusts and cor- 
porations. 

He thas killed his man. 


An agnostic, he keeps up his dead moth- 
er’s membership in the church to which 
she belonged. 

Without a collegiate educatioh, he has 
been the active partner of two of the 
greatest lawyers of recent times in Ken- 
tucky. He does not gamble and is the au- 
thor of the law making gambling a felony 
in the State. All politicians admit that he 
has more brains than any man prominent 
before the Kentucky public. 

Mr. Goebel was born in Pennsylvania 38 
years ago and was removed when a child 
of 4 years with his parents to Covington, 
Ky., where he has lived ever since. He re- 
ceived his schooling in the public schools 
of Covington and then read law with ex- 
Gov. John G. Stevenson. He. showed such 
marked abotlity that Gov. Stevenson made 
him his law partner, and this parinership 
Was continued until the death of the Gov- 
ernor, who made Mr. Gvuebel his executor 
without bond. He left a large estaie, and 
the yvoung attorney administered it in the 
most satisfactory manner. 

Ex-Secretary of the Treasury John G. 
Carlisle was so impressed with the ability 
of Mr. Goebel that he formed a partner- 
ship with him alter the death of ex-Gov. 
Stevenson, which lasted a nunrber of years 
and was only terminated when Carlisle Was 
made Secretary of the Treasury. 

He hus aiways been a friend of the peo- 
ple. and this characteristic caused him 
to become enzaged in a controversy which 
maie it necessary for hir to take a hu-! 
man life. He thought the bridge tolls 
across the Ohio Kiver were too high, and 
he introduced and had passed a bill 
through tho Kentucky Legisiature reduc- 
ing the tolls to 1 cent for a fcot passenger. 

Col. John Sanford, an ex-Confederatc 
soldier, was a large stuckaolder in one ot 
the bridge eompanies, and he denounced 
Goebel fcr fathering the bill anc wrote & 
severe urticle which was published in 4 
Covingto.: paper, denouncing Bag oc; for the 
part he took in reducing t tolls. Goebe, 
repiied in an unsigned article that fairly 
tvok the cuticle the Coisnel, 


Goebel was soon informed that Col, 8an- 
ford had threatened to kill him on eight. 
He procured:a pisto] and he and the Coionel 
met a short time afterward on the steps 
we the bank in which the Colonel was cash- 
ler. The Colonel asked Mr, Goebel if he was 
the author of the article in which he was 
so unmercifully attacked. Goebel, with- 
out the least show of emotion and with 
a calm voice, replied “yes.’’ The Colonel 
made a motion as if to draw a weapon, 
but before he could get his hand on his 
pistol Goebel had shot him dead. He was 
acquitted on the or ar orgs | trial, as there 
was abundant proof that he acted pure:y 
in self-defense. The anger of Sanford’s 
friends has been renewed recently by ihe 
unhappy circumstances of Col. Sanford’s 
widow going crazy and being incarceraced 
ina private asylum in this city. 

When he opened his campaign for Goy- 
ernor this year he said he was opposed vy 
all the corporations in the State, by ail 
the banke, and nearly all the newspapers, 
but he intended to win the contest despite 
the efforts of these great powers against 
him: How well he succeeded the news of 
the week shows. No man ever had a 
harder fight. He went into the convention 
on Wednesday of last week with only a 
small portion of the delegates pledged to 
him, Dut by his superior general ship he 
won the nomination after a struggie lagting 
eight days and seven nights. 

is management of this convention gives 
an insight into his cool and calculating 
character. Knowing the necessity of keep- 
ing posted as to the changes in the baliot- 
ing he secured the services of a _  book- 
maker’s sheet writer of Chicago, and this 
individual kept a tally on the balloting in 
a manner similar to the way he keeps his 
bets in the bookmaker’s box. As a result 
Mr. Goebel could tell at a glance at any 
time just how he stood and just how his 
opponents stood. He also had a set of 
signals and a line of men scattered through 
the hall so that he could communicate 
secretly with every one of his lieutenants 
at any moment. 

He never allowed himself to be disturbed 
and at no time did he feel that he would 
lose the nomination.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—“I have no poll- 
cal alliance with Gov. Pingrée, that is, no 
more of an alliance than I have with 500 
Other Republicans of Michigan, who have 
assured me of their support in my candi- 
dacy for the United States Senate,” said 
Secretary Alger to-day. 

Having thus disclaimed any entangling 
association with Gov. Pingree, of nature 
embarrassing to the Administration, Sec- 
retary Alger believes that he has cleared 
up the situation that might have caused 
his retirement from the Cabinet. 

Secretary Alger had only two courses. He 
must have renounced Pingree or retired 
from the Cabinet, for it was clearly §:- 
possible, while remaining a representative 
of the Administration, to maintain terms of 
intimacy implied in an alliance with Pin- 
gree. 

Secretary Alger elected to remain with the 
Administration. This repudiation of an al- 
liance, he thinks, will relieve the strained 
situation between him and his colleagues 
in the Administration, as well as between 
him and the President. 

Sec retary Alger explained this afternoon 
that when in Michigan Gov. Pingree called 
at his house and voluntarily offered to 
support him for election to the Senate. 

“Of course I could not refuse h.s offer,’’ 
said Alger, ‘‘and naturally I thanked him 
for it. That was exactly what I had done 
with numbers of other Republicans in my 
State. who had offered their support. I 
became a candidate for the Senate solely at 
the suggestion of my friends. I have no 
more of an alliance with Gov. Pingree than 
with my hundreds of other friends in my 
State. It is nonsense to hold me responsi- 
ble for what Gov.

KNOWS RISREAL NAM 
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PARENTS SEPARATED WHEN HE 
WAS A BABE. 


HIS MOTHER DIED SOON AFTER. 


Lost Boy Now Learns the Identity of 
His Father After Many Years’ 
Search. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 1—Benjamin 
F. Kyle, an Associated Press man of this 
city, has at last traced his parentage, after 
a search dating back to his boyhood, and 
it was a curious circumstances of fate that 
put him on the right trail. 

Attorneys here and at Cleveland, O., who 
took up Kyle’s case, are convinced that 
he was the baby abducted over a quarter 
of a century ago, and for whom Dr. W. 8. 
Springsteen of Cleveland advertised eo ex- 
tensively a dozen years ago, 

Most of Kyle’s early fe was passed in 
Edingburg, Ind., where he was left to the 
mercy of strangers when an infant. All 
these strangers knew of his antecendents 
was what his mother tod them on her 
deathbed. Nearly 28 years ago she told 
the woman attending her that the boy’s 
father was Springsteen, and that he was a 
doctor, but passed away without giving 
the slightest hint as to where the father 
might be found. This woman, in company 


with a fine looking man, had suddenly ap- 
peared in Edinburg some two years before. 
The man gave the name of Chamberlain, 
and announced that he was a gmusica] in- 
etructor. The couple had with them the 


baby. 

The woman seemed cowed and her health 
was not robust. In a ehort time she wag 
taken ill with consumption, which made 
rapid progress. Chamberlain would not 
permit neighbors to remain alone with his 
sick wife for any length of time. The peo- 
ple living at Edinburg knew her as‘a wom- 
an of refinement. After her death Cham- 
berlain departed as mysteriougly as he 
came, and the 4-year-old — fell into 
the hands of Samuel H. yle, a farmer. 
It was afterward cenhetainen that the 
woman had said she had been married 
twice. The baby was given the name of 
Kyle by the farmer. 

Many times Kyle pondered over the 
strange tale of his desertion as a baby, 
and always the name of Springsteen has 
had a fascination for him. Several weeks 
ago while waiting for a car at Washington 
and Pennsylvania streets, this city, he saw 
the sign of Robert Springsteen, a merchant 
pa Bey He entered Springsteen's place and 
related to him his ere. on laining his de- 
sire to find his father. pringsteen toid 
him that an aunt of nia ‘neversl years be- 
fore had had some correspondence with a 
Dr. Springsteen of Cleveland, who adver- 
tised extensively in the newspapers for a 
son who hgd been kidnapped many years 
before. Mr. Springsteen said his aunt had 
received a picture of the Cleveland phy: 
siclan, when he described the loss of his 
child. Kyle secured ong ene hotograph which 
had been received Springsteen 
about ll years ago. here "te marked re- 
semblance in the photograph to Kyle's 


features. 

Repmnediately on getting hold of the photo- 
graph he told his story to an attorney, who 
wrote to his correspondent at Cleveland. It 
was ascertained that Dr, Springsteen was 
dead. He learned he was a soldier in 
the civil war and at its close went to Michi- 

an, where he married and a son was born. 

e afterwards went to Californ| and 
moved to Cleveland in 188%. After his ar- 
rival in Cleveland he married a widow 
who had two children. The frst wife had 
been dead many years. 

Dr. Springsteen founded a medical inst!. 
tute and prospered. The eters of the first 
Mrs. Springsteen's disappearance with 
Chamberlain, who is supposed to be from 
the State of Maine, has not yet been made 
public. There are some facts about the 
ease which the attorneys are unwilling to 
divulge at this time. Several o the 
women who attended Kyle's mother in her 
last illness are still living at Edinburg. Mrs. 
Chamberlain told several persons in Edin- 
burg that her brother was the inventor of 


the paper collar.

The whole country-side was aroused by 
the murder, and a sheriff's posSe was or- 
ganized and the county scoured. McDaniel 
was captured and lodged in .the little jail 
at Houston. 

The trial promised to be an interesting 
one. The feeling was against McDaniel, 
and he saw no hope except in escape from 
prison. His early training as a blacksmith 
and his natural resourcefulness enabled 
him to plan and execute a daring escape, 
which he effected in 1887. He had forced 
a stone from the wall under the window 
of the rude jail. Just as Texas County was 
preparing to enjoy the trial, the news 
spread abroad that the murderer had es- 
caped. He left no trace, and the officers 
of Texas County were at the'r wits’ end. 
Gov. Morehouse was appealed to and of- 
fered a rewart of $300 for McDaniel’s cap- 
ture. 

After his escape, McDaniel made his way 
to Franklin County, in the neighborhood 
of Japan postoffice, where h‘s_ brother, 
Willard McDaniel, lived. For months he 
hid in the garret of his brother's house. 
Find'ng his voluntary imprisonment almost 
as irksome as had been his stay in jail, 
and thinking that the first cry of the chase 
must be over, McDaniel came out and 
showed himself among the people of 
Franklin County’s Ozark foothills. He was 
safe for a time, but one day the notice of 
the Governor's offer of a reward and a 
description of McDaniel fell tnto the hands 
ef Sheriff Thomas Black of Franklin 
County. He had heard something about 
the stranger who had suddenly appeared 
at the home of Willard McDaniel and sus- 
pected that he might be the man wanted 
in Texas County. 

He investigated and became convinced 
that the stranger was none other than the 
notorious ‘““Tobe’’ McDaniel. 

With his deputy, Beverly Ferrell, the 
sheriff started after McDaniel. The mur- 
derer received warning, and took flight on 


a fast horse. 

Sheriff and deputy followed. They chased 
him across Crawford County into Miller 
and there came in sight of him. They fired 
on him, and McDaniel replied in kind, his 
bullets piercing their hats and clothing in 
several places. Their horses were spent 
and they were forced to give up the chase, 

McDaniel, according to the story he has 
told hundreds of times to the people of the 
community where he now fives, cont!nued 
his flight westward. He wandered as far 
as New Mexico and California. Finally he 
arrived in the Indian Territory. 

During his stay near Japan, he had met 
a girl of the ne‘ghborhood, Jennie Bacon, 
and they had fallen in love with each 
other. When he reached the Territory he 
wrote to her to come to him. She obeyed 
his summons, and they took up a wander- 
ing fe together. She became almost as 
good a shot he, and as she always wore 
man’s clothing, she was no incumbrance 
to him in his nomadic and dangerous life.

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STRANGE STORY OF A CONVICTED MUR 
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County. McDaniel’s former wife had ob- 
tained a divorce, and Jennie Bacon stuck 
by the man she loved through the trial 
and subsequent imprisonment. 

McDanicl was placed on trial, and was 
convicted of murder in the first degree. 
He was sentenced to hang. 

During his imprisonment after sentence, 
a new phase of his character developed. 
He was not an educated man, but his 
natural ability and the vast fund of ex- 
periences he had to draw from made him 
an entertainer in a rude way. He turned 
his gift to writing for the county paper, 
and soon McDaniel’s letters from the jail 
were the talk of Texas County. He 
charmed the people by his entertaining ac- 
counts of his experiences, and it is sus- 
pected that in this way he gained assist- 
ance from the outside in the carrying out 
of a scheme of escape which his fertile 
mind was devising. He never lost his 
nerve after being sentenced, and even 
after he could hear the sounds of the 
building of the scaffold, he continued writ- 
ing his stories. 

The night before he was to be hanged, 
McDaniel put his plans into execut-on. 
They succeeded. Next morning when the 
sheriff rose to the performance of his 
grewsome duty, he found McDaniel’s cell 
empty. A hole in the wall under the win- 
dow told the story. The escape caused a 
sensation in Texas County, but McDaniel 
had won the sympathy of a majority of the 
people and there was no clamor for his re- 
capture. The offer of reward was not re- 
newed, and after a time McDaniel dropped 
from the public mind. Texas County was 
rid of him and the people felt no further 
desire to see him pay the extreme penalty. 
So no attempt was made to recapture him. 

This was in 189%. McDaniel made his 
way back to Franklin County. There he 
was joined by Jénnie Bacon, and they 
were married. 

He set up a blacksmith shop at Japan 
and settled down to a comparatively peace- 
ful life. 

He still had fears of an attempt to cap- 
ture him, and for several years after his 
escape never worked without weapons near 
at hand. His wife kept a weapon near by, 
too, for the defense of her husband if any 
such atempt should be made. 

To the people of the neighborhood he was 
always affable, but no very intimate re- 
lations were established. 

He prospered at his trade, although there 
was another shop within a few hundred 
yards of his, and he was soon able to 
branch out into a little farming. His 
brother, Sim McDaniel, has lived with 
him several years. Sim is the farmer, 
while “Tobe” runs the shop. " 

“Tobe” has never hesitated to talk about 
himself. He has recounted his adventures 
over and over again to wide-eyed, open- 
mouthed countrymen, until his fame ex- 
tends for % miles around. His story has 
passed from one to another, gathering 
fresh details, fresh adventures, fresh zest 
with each telling, unt!] now one can hear 
the tale of the strange adventures of 
“Tobe” McDaniel in almost every hamlet 
in Franklin and Crawford Counties. 

Either “‘Tobe’’ has been deceived, or he 
does it to prevent attempts to capture him, 
but he has always given it out that he 
had secured a pardon from the Governor.

Probably his most intimate acquaintance 
in Japan is J. M. Renick, the proprietor of 
a store near the blacksmith shop. 

***Tobe’s’ only fault, so far as I have 
observed,’’ said Mr. Renick, “is an occa- 
sional indulgence in drink. He is a good 
fellow when he is sober, genial and peace- 
able. But when he drinks, which is not 
very often, he is what I would call a 
dangerous man. He has told me the story 
of his life many times and never seemed 
to feel any fear that he might be cap- 
tured and the sentence of death executed 
upon him. He has long since ceased to 
keep a gun near him. He is now what I 
would call an average good citizen. He 
seems to be under the impression that he 
was pardoned by the Governor. I don’t 
know whether this is true or not, but he 
has always said so.”’ 

Sim McDaniel, ‘‘Tobe’s’”’ brother, had just 
come in from plowing when the Post-D'!s- 
patch reporter approached the shop. He 
is a pleasant-faced young man. He showed 
no hesitancy in speaking about his brother 
and told the story as it is given above. 

“My brother and his family have gone 
to visit in Reynolds County,” he said, ‘‘but 
I am sure if he were here he would not 
object to talking about himself. He can 
tell the story better than I, and he makes 
it very interesting. He has seen a good 
many of the ups and downs of life. Yes, 
I understand he was pardoned. I know 
there was a good deal of writing back and 
forth between him and the Governor, and 
he has always said he got a pardon.” 

“Tobe’’ is about 40 years old. In his 
younger days he was considered very 
handsome, and was a great beau among the 
country girls. He is of sturdy build and 
of brawny muscle. His hair and mus- 
tache are black and his complexion 
swarthy. 

A telegram from Houston, Texas County, 
indicates that the officers there are in 
ignorance of McDaniel’s whereaPouts.

He escaped and for years 
lived as an exemplary man.urider the name 
of Hill. A sister's hatred and envy, her 
revenge for his scorning, led her to tell his 
true history and give him up.

Gilbert Gates left Illinois in 1870 in search 
of big game and health in the wilds of 
Missour{ and Kansas. He went on his trip 
by team; he was a good hunter and his 
killings and the buffalo hides he obtained 
bid fair to pay the expenses of his journey. 
For a time his family heard from him; 
then his letters ceased to arrive. They 
became worried and sent for him, in the 


autumn, to return. No answer ever came, 
neither did he, 

Mrs. Gates had a dream one night, in 
which she though she gazed into an open 
coffin and beheld the body of her boy. That 
day her husband started for Missouri to 
search for his son. 

The elder Gates found that the boy had 
met, in Missouri, a man named Alexander 
Jester, who hailed from Wichita, Kan., 
and that they had traveled together. He 
traced them as far as Warrensburg; there- 
after, there were no signs of his son. 
Jester, he found, had gone. to Bloomington, 
Ill., had sold some buffalo hides and had 
then started back to Missouri. His nephew 
said he thought his uncle was bound for 
Wichita, and that Mrs. Cornelia Street, 
Jester’s sister there, might know of him. 

Gates went to Wichita, and through the 
efforts of Sheriff Walker found Jester’s 
wife. Their plot to obtain the return of 
Jester succeeded; he drove into Wichita 
with two teams, one of which Gates de- 
clared was. his son's. Jester’s arrest fol- 
lowed. Gates’ watch was found in his 
pockets, and Gates’ gun, clothes and other 
property were in his possession, 

Jester was put in the Paris, Mo., jail; a 
lynching party was formed; the officers 
heard of it and they hustled their prisoner 
off to Mexico, Mo.; from thence Jester 
escaped and fied. 

There is a story that Jester conféssed to 
Gates’ murder, saying that he had coveted 
his belongings, had killed him and thrown 
the body in a creek. Jester now denies the 
truth of this. The body of young Gates, 
though long searched for, was never found, 

Jester made his way to Shawnee, O. T., 
changed his name te W. H. Hill and start- 
ed in to begin Ife over again. He became 
a farmer and stock raiser and prospered, 
He was interested in religion and he even 
preached some in Texas and other places. 
For many years he lived there, and ail 
looked upon him as an honest, upright man. 
His neighbors respected and liked him, and 
all of them have good words to say of him. 

About three years ago Jester, or Hill, as 
he was generally called, went back to 
Wichita and visited a nephew. He made no 
effort to conceal his identity and many re- 
membered him. Yet no knowledge of any 
reward for his capture was about, and no 
effort to apprehend him was made. 

Hil’s wife was dead, and some years ago 
he sent for Mrs. Street, who went to Okla- 
homa as his housekeeper. She lived there 
very happily; he had plenty of money and 
the place sulted her. She did well for him 
and there was seemingly the best of feeling 
between them. 

Then came the events whi 
tragic outcome of the iast 
_ Hill tojld his sister, ~ 
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a widow of the neighborhood whom Mrs. 
Street liked none too well. Mrs. Street pro- 
tested, but her brother insisted that he 
would wed, despite her opposition. She 
threatened, cajoled, cried and pleaded, but 
it did no good. Then she vowed she would 
be revengec. 

Mrs. Street sent a letter one day. It was 
addressed to Sheriff Simmons of Guthrie, 
O. T., and it startled him. It read: 

“I wish to make a statement to you in re- 
gard to my brother, whose name is Alex- 
ander Jester, who was arrested near Valley 
Center, Kan., in the year 1871, May 2, for 
killing a young man for his team, watch 
and clothing. The murder was committed 
in Missouri. I think near Warrensburg. 
My brother was arrested for murdering this 
young man, and I know of my own per- 
sonal knowledge he is guilty of the crime. 
He was given a preliminary hearing in 
Wichita and was sent to Missourl, near 
where the crime was committed, and broke 
jail, He is my own brother, but I want him 
punished for the crime. Hoping you can 
and will find on the dockets of his pre- 
liminary hearing and will notify officers of 
the county where the murder was com- 
mitted. My brother Is still living here in 
Shawnee, O. T., who is now known by .the 
mame of W. H. Hill.” 

This letter was dated at Shawnee O. T., 
June 15, and was eigned by Mrs. Cornelia 
Street. 


Sheriff Simmons looked mp his records 
and, sure enough, there was the record of 
the preliminary hearing of Alexander Jes- 
ter for the murder of Gilbert W. Gates. 
There, also, was the entry showing his re- 
moval to Missourl. Word was sent to the 
Sheriff, Mat Melson, at Mexico. This of- 
ficer found on the court records this entry: 

‘State of Missouri vs. Alex Jester, cause 
continued generally.’ 

Which, considering that the prisoner had 
broken jail, was @ very delicate way of 
putting it, 

Sherif!’ Melson wrote to Gates" brother 
and they went to Oklahoma, obtained the 
necessary papers after quite a legal fight; 
and took Jester with them to Missouri. 

And now, in the same jail from which he 
escaped @ years ago, is Alexander Jester, 
then in the prime of fe, now a broken, 
gray old man, confined to demonstrate one 
more time that “murder will out.”

% pounds and develop one horse-power, but 
when finished, its welght had increased to 
#0 pounds, and yet it eould not develop more 
than a fourth of the calculated power. Con- 
sequently it was abandoned. His second at- 
tempt went to the other extreme ,and the 
tinished mechanism weighed fewer than s.x 
pounds. There were two engines to be 
driven by compressed air, but the power 
again proved insufficient. Another failure 
was met with engines to use carbonic acid 
gas. Many attempts followed w-th steam 
engines. No difficulty was found in de- 
signing ahd building surprisingly ight en- 
gines, byt boilers to develop sufficient powers . 
were prohib:tively heavy. 

The first machine gctually to fly was suc- 
cesefully launched after 10 months of per- 
sistent effort in 189%, secretly, on the Poto- 
mac River. It was christened the Acrv- 
drome or “airy runner,”’ and the name is 
still retained for the many improved ma- 
chines that have been built since. The ma- 
chine copsisted.of a long steel rod that 
supported a hull or body which contained 
the boilers, engines, machinery and pra- 
peller wheels mounted on either side of the 
hull, Irom the steel rod-also-extendgd two 
paira of wings, each slightly curved and 
measuring 15 feet from tip te tip. The 
length of the acrodrome over all was about 
ig fect. The bollers carried steam for an 
engine of one and one-half horse power and 
weighed more than five pounds, while the 
engine itself weighed only 26 ounces, This 
engine drove the propeller wheels, which 
were three and a half feet in diameter and 
were made of steel and canvas, at the rate 
of a thousand revolutions per minute. The 
rudder was of a peculiar shape and served 
to steer the vessel both horizontally and 
verticaily. 

This machine actually traversed the 
and was controlled at will by the 
But it etaid up only a short while; 
power gave out and it settled like a tired 
bird. But it showed what could be done. 

The result of these experiments were so 
far reaching and important, proving as they 
did the possibility of maintaining in midair, 
by mechanical power contained within .it- 
self, a body weighing many times the air 
which it displaced, that Langley publiciy 
gave, early in 1897, an extended account of 
what he had accomplished. 

There were several great difficulties to be 
overcome before his machine could be 
made practical for sustaining any consid- 
erable burden. The task of securing a pow- 
ér that would furnish a considerable mar- 
gin of carrying capacity above that neces-- 
sary to sustain itself seemed almost hope- 
eas, The problem of properly launching 
a machine that depended upon its momen- 
ium fer its support was also a difficult 
‘ask,

The engine is, made of aluninum and 
6ieel, and though its power is great, the 
total weight of this device only 47 
pounds, The advance .step in three years 
ig therefore almost incomprehensible—from 
‘a model that floated about for a few min- 
utés and.then settled to the earth on the 
dying Out of the steam power to a reai 
flying machine that gives every promise of 
carrying passengers and freight, mot to say 
the deadly explosives of war. 

The machine ig built largely 6f aluminum, 
body or car is about twenty-five 
feet long, six feet wide and eight feet deep. 
The car tapers at’each end and is well 
supplied with windows. Entrance is ef- 
fected through two doorways, one on either 
Side of tne forward end of the car. ‘These 
doors lead directly into the main room. of 
the car. For an extended trip this main 
room. will be fitted out with hammocks, 
cooking utensils ahd other articles of the 
kitchen and sleeping roem that ithe tfaveler 
would find necessary and convenient. 

Back of this room is a second apartment 
which holds the vital organism of the 
new aerial monster. Here it is where the 
liquefied air.is..developed which has. been 
utilized with such genius by Langley. It 
furnishes power to the engine; it reduces 
to a liquid the buoyant gases that are the 
initjal lifting power of the whole contriv- 
ance; it supplies fresh air for the car at 
all times, and is also an ever-ready refrig- 
erator that will preserve fresh meats and 
other foods most needed on a long voyage 
in the air. A Himited amount of this in- 
valuable element is stored under the floor 
of the car in tanks. 

This invention of Mr. Tripler, it should be 
Stated, has made many things, otherwise 
seemingly insurmountable, possible to the 
father of the aerodrome. The liquid air 
not only runs the twenty-horse power en- 
gine and performs all the other services 
mentioned above, but it enacts the miracle 
of reproducing itself in sufficient. quantities 
to increase rather than to decrease its bulk 
ana power. 

The large engine which furnishes the 
motive power for the aerodrome is one of 
the most deligate pieces of -mechanism 
ever constructed. It is made of aluminum 
and steal, -and will develop twenty-horse 
power, although its total weight is only a 
fraction tnore-than.forty-seven pounds, The 
cigine also opetates, When required, amal! 
dypname to which it ‘can be geared. The 
ourrent from this dynamo supypites the few 
lampe-that are required; is used -for signal 
IMrpesgess fer ceoking, and, by. Meaus of a 
simple contrivanae, it rapidly reduces to a 
gaseous form those buoyant gases which 
have . been. liquefied in order to. transfer 
Lifting: power into weight, : 

A gteat feature of this. machine that is 
as Well.a most sensible one, not found, by 
the way, on the flying. mode) of three years 
ago, is the gas bag balloon that protrudes 
from the center of the car, to which it is 
held by.the usual network of ropes. On 
entering the .car the.doors are securely 
closed, and then the liquid gas, which has 
been stored dn the refrigerating tanks, is 
vaporized and is allowed to run into the 
balloon,. The. bag gradually filis and the 
lifting power soon tugs the car away from 
the earth. After all# obstructions are 
cleared the engines are started and the 
machine aequires headway rapidly and is 
maintained in the air by its own momen- 
ium, @s m a bird. 

It ig at this juncture that the balloon 
contriyance is gotten rid of. The gas in 
the big bag is again graduaily liquefied and 
the balloon is drawn down closely over the 
top of the car, in order that little 
struction to the movement of the whole 
body may come from any protuberance on 
its surface. Thus power to elevate the 
machine is not required by the engines, 
and they may be the smalier and lighter 
therefor, Here ig the simple process of 
descent: The balloon is gradually inflated 
and simultaneously the engines are siowed 
and finally brought to a standetill The 
supply of gas in the bag is reduced or in- 
creased as demanded by conditions, and 
in this manner the machine can either 
float along almost on a ijevel plane or sink 
slowly and gently to the earth. 

The so-called pliot-house occuples the for- 
ward end next to the Main or entrance 
room. Slightly abaft of idships on the 
outside of the machine on eRher side “~aAthe 
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an hour speed. The paddie wheels are 5 feet

The present aerodrome Langley has con 
structed can carry five or s'x persons witn 
ease, and it is only a matter of building a 
sufficiently large one to sustain any given 
weight. The possible limit of carrying ca- 
pacity igs yet to be determined. The work- 
ing crew of the present vessel consists of 
two men, oné to care for the engines and 
the other as a lookout or pilot, who has 
charge of the steering apparatus. 

The special purpose of -Prof. Langley’s 
trip to Europe, where he now is, is to v-sit 
Stuttgart, Germany, in order to consult with 
Ferdinand Fraf Zeppelin, general a la 9.#te 
of His Majesty, the King of Wurtemburg, 
who has been experimenting extensively of 
late in improvements. upon balloons. He 
has been engaged since May of last year, 
when Prof. Nasini of Padua, Italy, an- 
nounced his discovery of coronium, a gas 
many times lighter than hydrogen, which, 
to that time, was the lightest gas with 
which the scientific world was familiar, in 
rendering commercially practical the use of 
a gas with a lifting power nearly five times 
as great as anything heretofere Known. 
Langley may use this new gas for his lift- 
ing balloon. 

This big metal bird lies on the floor of 
Langley’s workshop in the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. Where this workshop is situated 
is known to only a favored few. It Is 
reached through a secret staircase and 
openings of the sliding panel order, which 
have been employed so frequently in litera- 
ture and given a distinct flavor of mystery 
and romance to so many historical adven- 
tures. 

Great caution has been observed by the 
inventor and his two assistants In work- 
ing out the new aerodrome. Not that Prof, 
Langley is jealous that some one will steal 
his knowledge, for he has asserted the 
world will be given freely all that he can 
discover, but because it is the feeling of all 
inventors engaged in a delicate as weil a6 
a stiipendous undertaking that success is 
most easily achieved in quiet and seclusion, 
away from the prying and sometimes im- 
pudent incursicns of the gossip and the 
idle talebearer. 

When Langley returns from his visit to 
Europe he will, it is expected, apply what 
knowledge he gains there to his already 
equipped aerodrome, make new tests and 
trials, and when he is eatisfied, the world 
will get, it is confidently believed, a new 
invention, one that the seers and wonder- 
workers for ages have sought for and 
gone mad@over, but neyer attained. There 


will be no patents. There’ will be no bars 
riers to the genius of the world prevent- 
ing investigation and further improvement, 
This much Prof. Langley has promised, 
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AS Texas a part of the Louisiana 
W Purchase? This has been a 
mooted question for years. Our 
early statesmen and d‘plomatists, like Mr. 
Jefferson, Mr. Clay, John Quincy Adams, 
Gen. Jackson ard President Van Buren con.- 
tended that the country between the Red 
River and the Rilo Grande was included 
in the Louisiana acquisition, and that Texas 
was properly a part .of the United States 
prior to the final annexation in 1846. 


So firmly did this optnion prevail that 
during the political campaigns incident io 
the annexation of Texas to the Union, it 
was the fixed and universal habit of the 
American writers and &peakers to speak 
of the admission of Texas as the re-annex- 
ation of Texas. 

Sotne of the most capable modern his- 
torilans have followed that idea and confi- 
dently assume the fact to be that the re- 
linquishment of Texas by the treaty of 
1819 with Spain Was a practical surrender 
of the ‘substantial fight of ownership 
which was ‘Yested In the United States by 
the purchase from Napolean in 1803. 

it is a notable fact and one thoroughly 
characteristic of the enigmatical temper of 
that wonderful man, that when Bonaparte, 
then First Consul, came to dictate the terms 
of the treaty by which he ceded Louis‘ana 
the United States, his secretary, the 
Count Marbois, called his attention to the 
indefinite latitudinous limits of the ter- 
ritory on the southwest and suggested that 
greater certainty in. the poundary be se- 
eured. Whereupon the ‘‘man of many re- 
sources and one purpose,’’ replied that it 
might some day be very convenient to 
have the boundary Indefinite, referring 
no doubt, to his well known desire to re- 
acquire the vast region he was being com. 
pelled to part with to procure funds for 
his wars with Europe, in which event he 
would naturally seek to claim for it the 
largest poss‘ble limits. 

In this connection a remarkable bit of 
unpublished history was recently related 
by Dudley G. Wooten before the Historical 
Association of Texas. 

In 1868, during the Civil War, when th 
fortunes of the Confederacy were at the.. 
most critical juncture, John Tyler, Jr., 
son of the former President Tyler, went 
on a secret mission to Texas, and pre- 
sented a lengthy and able *‘memorial’’ to 
the Governor of the State, which is now 
among tee archives of the State Depart- 
ment. in this curious document he re- 
views the critical condition of the Con- 
federate cause at that time, calls attention 
to the fact that the Union armies were 
then in possession of the greater part of 
the South except some of the territory 
west of the Mississippi and Texas; that 
very soon Texas would be invaded; that 
little or no hope of succor or recognition 
could be expected from the leading nations 
of Europe,«: the commercial interests of 
England, RP a and Germany were di- 
rectly fave to a continuation of the

that even if they did Interfere it would 
be by armed Intervention and on the doc- 
trine of “uti Possidetis,”” which would be 
fatal to the South, as it would involve the 
surrender to the North of all the terrri- 
tory that had been conquered by the Fed- 
eral armies, 

He then reverts to the situation in Texas 
still free from Federal] invasion; recites the 
provisions of the treaty of 1803, under 
which Louisiana was acquired, by the ex- 
press terms of which Napoleon had bound 
the United States to forever guarantee 
that “the inhabitants of the ceded d'strict 
or territory shall be maintained and pro- 
tected by the United States in the free and 
full enjoyment of their liberty, property 
and the religion they may profess;’’ em- 
phasizes the fact that slaves were part of 
the recogn'zed property of the inhabitants 
of the territory at the time of its cession 
by I’rance and were fairly included in this 
guarantee of security; then calls attention 
to the fact, admitted by all men, that the 
United States is levying war upon the in- 
habitants of the original territory of 
Louisiana, killing its people, attacking their 
liberties, destroying or attempting to de. 
stroy their property and in every possible 
way Violating the terms and guarantees 
of the treaty of 1808. 

He then invites Texas to call for the in- 
tervention of Napoleon LII., to enforce the 
violated sanctions and guaranteees of his 
great uncle's compact with Mr. Jefferson 
and to relieve the people of the former 
territory of Louisiana from the horrors 
and oppressions with which they are being 
afflicted and threatened. To this remark- 
able and interesting document there is no 
written reply extant, but Governor Lub- 
bock, who was then chief executive of this 
State, is said to have responded to its sug- 
gestions by saying to Mr. Tyler that he 
was not prepared to admit that the cause 
of the South was hopeless, that in any 
event Texas could not afford to separate 
her destiny from that of her sister States. 
in the Confederacy, and that if the worst 
came to the worst, the people of Texas 
would prefer the rule of Abraham Lincoln 
‘o that of a French Emperor. 

About the same time that the Tyler 
“memorial” was presented the Spanish 
consul at Galveston addressed a communi- 
catian to Governor Lubbock, in which he 
likewise recalled the terms of the treaty of 
1808, and suggested that Spain as well as 
France, by reason of the fact that the 
territory of Louisiana once belonged to 
Spain, would no doubt respond to a request 
by Texas for intervention to enforce the 
violated guarantees of that instrument. 
This communication was referred by the 
Governor to President Davis at Richmond, 
who very promptly directed the Spanish 
consul to withdraw his presence from the 
Confederacy, as he was taking an unwar. 
ranted Interest in the domestic affairs of 
the government to which he was ac- 
credited; thus following the precedent of 
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HE name of George A. Custer lent 
T a brilliancy to the cavalry branch 

of the United States Army which has 
not been dimmed by the passage of 8 
years. Last Sunday was the twenty-third 
anniversary of the terrible massacre in the 
valley of the Little Big Horn River, in 
which Custer fell fighting at the head of 
his command, the victim of hostile Sioux 
under the leadership of Sitting Bull. 


Custer was a tornado. As Colonel of the 
famous Seventh Cavalry, organized at Fort 
Riley, Kan., in 1866, he participated in 40 
Indian battles inside of two years in the 
Southwest, Nov. 27, 1868, he fought in the 
battle of Washita. July 11, 1873, came the 
battle of the Yellowstone, and June 2%, 
1876, the massacre on ‘tthe Little Big Horn. 


After glorious service in the uprisings 
in the Southwest in the latter 6’s, the 
troopers were ordered north to Yanktown, 
S. D.. After service there they were sta- 
tioned at Fort Abraham Lincoln: in 1876, 
when Sitting Bull's uprising became most 
serious. Gen, Crook had been unable to 
make headway against the tribes of West- 
ern Dakota and Southeastern Montana, 
then in revolt, and Gen. Terry determined 
tO take the field himself. He 
Abraham Lincoln May 17, 1876, with Custer, 
the Seventh Cavalry, 600 strong, and 400 
infantry, and reached the junctiun of the 
Powder and Yellowstone Rivers June 9. 

Sitting Bull and his warriors were tnen in 
a valley between the Big Horn River and 
the Rosebud Mountains, hemmed in by 
mountain walls accessible only. through 
rough passes and dangerous water Ways. 
But the precise spot of the hostile camp 
was not known to Terry and was never 
known to the army until Custer burst in 
upon it June 2%. On June 2 Custer and 
Terry were at the junction of the Rosebud 
and the Yellowstone, Cook was camped on 
Goose Creek near the Wolf Mountains and 
Col, Gibbons was at the junction of the 
Big Horn and the Yellowstone. 
of Gibbons was to prevent the escaping 
of the Indians to the north and the Cana- 
dian line. Crook Was watching them on 
the southeast. Gen. Terry decided that 
Custer and his force should go down the 
Rosebud and locate the hostiles while he 
(Terry) formed a connection with Gibbons, 
and advanced from the north, and then 
when the Sioux were located have them 
hemmed in between him and Custer and 
either force their surrender or annihilate 
them.

There she -would chat of her woes 
by the hour, but always in so incoherent a 
fashion that it was hard to tell what she 
meant, though that her mind was affect- 
ed was easily apparént.

In the early part of June, however, Mrs.

Some- 
body reported this to Capt. Young of the 
Third District Police and when he investi- 
gated he learned that a woman answering 
Mrs. Wackerle’s description had been taken 
from the City Dispensary to the Insane 
Asylum June 6 The tracing of this clew 
revealed her whereabouts. 

Mrs. Wackerle constantly talked at the 
asylum about her fortune that she expect- 
ed to acquire at some future time through 
her suits. This led the police to investi- 
gate her rooms, for frequently insane per- 
sons talk that way when they are r.ch but 
of a miserly turn of mind. The search was 
conducted last Tuesday and its resuit was 
astounding. 


The first thing the police found was a 
quantity of silver dollars scattered about 
the room in which the old woman had 
s.ept. There were twenty or more of them, 
and they laid among the rags and filth of 
the place without any attempt at conceal- 
ment. In an old trunk, the hinges of 
which were rusty and insecure, were found 
eleven United States Government bonds, 
dated 1897, due in twenty years, $100 each, 
with interest coupons attached. The bonds 
will expire in 1907. An old valise, covered 
w.th cobwebs and mildew, contained thou- 
sands of dollars in paper money and gold, 
while several hundred dollars in bills and 
silver was beneath spme rags in a common 
5-cent market basket. iIn all, besides the 
bonds, $13,666.15 was found.

His first 
reply discouraged the youthful Peary, but 
@ second letier led him to believe that he 
could go if he could secure the necessary 
funds. This he is trying: to do now.

Speak- 
ing recently of the scientific purpose of his 
expedition, Dr. Stein said: 

“It is to ascertain with greater precision 
the shape, size and density of the earth. 
the astronomer's base of measure. and thus 
render the science of surveying more ac- 
eurate. Ten pendulum observations near 
the unknown extremes of the are are 
worth a hundred elsewhere. 

“Observations on magnetism, especially 
near the magnetic pole, gill benefit thou- 
sands of vessels which largely denend for 
their safety on the precis'on with which 
the compass can be Interpre:ed. 

“The Arctic affords the best facilities for 
studying one set of geological forces—xzla- 
ciers—icobergs, frost fissuring—in their ex- 
treme manifestation. The condit'on of the 
earth in past geologic epochs will not be 
fully known until the strata of the Arctic 
lands have been mapped.” 

The Hope will take supplies to Peary a 
Bowdoin Bay. She will return in Septem- 
ber, but Dr. Stein and his companions will 
be left at Cape Sabine. The scientists who 
are go'ng with Dr. Stein are a taxidermist 
from Boston and a physicist and natural- 
ist from Cornell University. The party will 
establish a station at Alexandria Haven, 
thirty miles west of Cape Sabine, They have 
supplies for two years, and do not expect 
to return until September, 1900. The ma‘n 
object of the expedition will be to trace the 
west coast vf Ellesmere land. G¢ollections 
will be made in natural! history, the geolo- 
gical features will be studied, meteorogical 
observations will be:taken, dredgings wil!

Iby Baker, a 
mountain schoolmistress, could handle a 
Winchester like a plainsman. Tom Baker 
was also a good shot and helped kill more 
than one man after the feud. was under 


way. 


George W. Baker was elected County At- 
torney of Clay County and again sought 
the office. He and all of his sons were 
Republicans. His rival was the celebrated 
John D. White, “‘the Crested Jayhawker,’’ 
a picturesque character, who had hun- 
dreds of relatives and friends to back him 
when he expressed a desire to become 
County Attorney.

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BATHING OF INFANTS. 
By Dr. Henry S. Fendler. 


CHILD ought not to be given a full 
tub bath until it is ten days old. *rne 
bath should not be given sooner 

than one hour after feeding. The room 
should be warm; if possible there should be 
an open fire in the roam. 

The head and face should first be washed 
and dried; then the body should be soaped 
and the infant placed in the tub with its 
body well supported by the hand of the 
nurse. 

The bath should be given quickly, 
body dried rapidly with a soft towel, 
with very little rubbing. 

The temperature of the bath ought to be 
very carefully looked after. For the first 
few weeks at 100 degrees F.; later, during 
early infancy, at 9 F., and after six months 
at % F.; during the second year from 8 to 
wo F. 

A child's whole body ought not to De 
bathed, if it is covered with an eruption, 
unless a physician has seen the case. Harm 
is often done in eczema and many other 
ekin diseases by bathing with and 
water.

However, on being coaxed and stimulated 
by humming and. soft musical sounds, the 


‘eurlous little animal. forgot his dislike of 


an audience and sang as much as coulu 
be desired. 

To institute friendly relations with a 
wow-wow it is desirable to remember that 
he had none of the viciousness or trickery 
of the ordinary monkey. This lends color 
to the theory of the moral influence of 
music. On the contrary, he has a gentle 
and amiable disposition, but is so shy that 
he must be made to feel the entire friend- 
liness of his visitor. 

This wow-wow has a curiously intelligent 
little faces He is small, less than a yard 
long, but long-limbed and very agile. When 
he had been made to forget his surprise at 
the situation Chief Brown of the Zoological 
Society softly ran up and down the scale 
several times. An eager look came into 
the little animal's and he suddenly 
began- his curious cry. Not by note the 
semt-tones were carefully registered 
throughout the octave, while the photo- 
graph of the animal singing was obtained. 

Probably because the tuneful little wow- 
wow was very young, the descending 
scale appeared a trifle too much for him.

One variety of the wow-wow, or gibbon 
species, living in Sumatra, although lack- 
ing skill as a vocalist, is remarkable for 
his huge laryngeal sac, which acts as a 
sound reflector. He is said to rival the 
famous “howling monkeys” of South 
America in power of voice. This 
three feet tall, and coal black.

Dr. Schumberg said in effect that -the 
practical conclusion to be drawn was that 
sugar in small doses is well adapted to help 
men perform extraordinary muscular labor. 
Acting on his advice, practical tests were 
made with soldiers of the German army 
while engaged in their fall maneuvres, The 
observations extended over 38 days. Ten 
lumps of sugar, weighing about one-sixth 
(of a pound, were given dally to each of a 
certain number of men, and their-work was 
compared with that of other men whose 
food contained littie or no sugar.. The re- 
.@ults in every case were to the’ advantage 
of the men using sugar. The: su was

The M:ssouri Crematory has been estab- 
In that time 80 per- 
Sons have been cremated. Every § year 
there has been an increase in the number 
of cremations and each year the increase 
proportionally greater than the year be- 
fore. 

The first cremation took place May 6, 
1888. when the body of Mrs. Elizabeth Todd 
Terry was reduced to ashes. During the 
first twelve months there were forty-three 
incinerations.

“The body is borne up these steps and

eration. “The casket Is placed in this 
catafalque and the doors are closed. The 
mourners take seats at either side, and 
whoever is to conduct the services goes 
up there on the platform and speaks to 
the mourners. If the services have been 
held at the house and there is no speaker, 
my son, Gus, plays a selection on the or- 
gan, 

“While this Is going on I go down stairs, 
accompanied by the four friends of the de- 
ceased, who are allowed by the company 
to be witnesses. 

“The fire in the furnace has been burn- 
ing two hours. The heat in the retort ls 
from 150 to 200 degrees. I also have in read. 
iness a sheet of cotton cloth seven feet 
long and six feet wide, which has been 
dipped in alum water. 

“The bottom of the catafalque on which 
the casket rests is the floor of an elevator 
which, by the turning of a wheel, fs made 
to descend noiselessly to the basement 
The peopie in the chapel do not know 
when this done, 

“When the elevator has been lowered 
the casket is lifted off and placed here 
beside the cradle, The lid is removed and 
the body is lifted out of the caeket and laid 
on the cradle, over whitch the sheet satur- 
ated with alum water has first been spread 
The sheet ts then wrapped around the body 

“I then ask what disposition ite to be 
made of the casket. Now understand, the 
more valuable caskets are generally rent- 
ed, and they therefore go back to the une 
dertaker. Caskets which have been pur- 
chased are aimost invariably destroyed. I: 
I am told that the casket is to be destroyed 
I take an edged tool and deface it i. the 
presence of the witnesses. 

“Sometimes the ashes of a cremated per- 
son are placed in the casket and buried 
the same as a body, but this is not often 
done, 

“Well, the body is now In the cradle. 
This, you see, consists of a base of casting, 
a shallow sheet iron box to catch the ashes

It rests on a wheeled truck. - This truck Is 
run into the doors of the retort. The doors 
are opened and the cradle bearing the body 
is pushed over rollers into the retort. The 
object of wrapping the body in che eheet 
soaked in alum water is to prevent the body 
from beginning to burn as soon as it is 
plaéed in the retort, |before the doors can 
be closed, the alum water causing the 
sheet to resist the heat a moment or two. 


“When the body goes into the retom the 
heat is 150 to 200 degrees. During the 6ec- 
ond hour of the cremation It reaches red- 
heat, or 800 degrees. About two hours Is re- 
quired to complete the cremation of the 
body of a person of average size. 

“It should be understogd that the corpse 
is never undressed. A great many people 
seem to think that it ia. Not a pin is 
touched. Every button, pin or other me- 
talic substance capable of resisting the 
heat are found in the box with the ashes 
wten it js taken out of the retort. Rings 
and other articles of jewelry, if they are 
pure gold, are not affected by the heat, and 
are returned to the relatives.” 

Mr. Leimcke took down from a shelf. a 

tch box filled with blackened buttons 
and contorted pins which had been picked 
out of ashes and cast aside by relatives. 

“When the cradle is withdrawn from the 
retort,” he continued, “I sweep everything 
together which I find in the box and piace 
it in a receptacle. I take out none of the 
metallic substances. The-relatives may do 
that if they wish. Generaily they do, say- 


ing these are no part of the body of the 
departed one. 

The ashes are then placed on a shelf here 
to be called for. Sometimes, but not often, 
the relatives wait until the incineration 


has been completed and carry the ashes 
away with them, Others. again, show no 
interest in the ashes. They, tell me -to 
throw them away or do with them what I 
please. No ashes are ever thrown away, 
though. They are kept In the columbarium 
a year. If at the end of that time they 
are not calléd for they are sealed tn a jar, 
which is carefully numbered to correspond 
with the records and buried about three 
feet deep_out toere behind thé columbarium 
Over them ts placed a sniall slab bearing a 
corresponding number. 

“Of the bodies of 83% persons which have 
been cremated here the reiatives of §% have 
not felt enough Interest to claim the ashes 
within the year. Of the 8 jars which have 
been buried only two have been dug up. 
A niche in the columbarium was bought for 
one and the other was taken to Lincoln, 
Neb., the re atives removing there.”’ 

Mr. Lelmecke took down from a shelf a 
box three-fourths filled with whitish fakes 
and particies, and “hefted’’ it. 

‘This was the body of a woman,” he 
said. ‘“‘You cee the ashes weigh about 4% 
pounds. The average weight of the ashes 
of a woman is from 4 to 6 pounds. That 
of the ashes of a man Its 6 to 6 pounds. I 
am permitted by the relatives of this wom- 
an to show these ashes. Without this spe- 
cial permission the ashes of nobody could 
be shown.

“Fighting Diggies’’ was the name con- 
ferred by Gen. Wheaton upon Maj. Arthur 
Diggiles of the Thirteenth Minnesota Volun- 
teers. WhO was wounded and died in the 
Philippines in April. Dr. A. A. Law, who 
Was with Maj. Diggles when he died, has 
Written an extensive account of his ex- 
periences in the islands. In the course 
of it he gives this graphic description of a 
gmarch:

Here is some more of “the white man’s 
burden” in the PhilippMmes: 


Here in this vil'ainous town of Maasin we 
camp. It ts nothing but one dirty street 
and a group of pitifal pepa bute. The mud 
and filth smell so vilely that we are natea- 
eated, but tt is raining heavily and we must 
take owt chotce of th's or be drenched ino 
a shelter tent. Thore of use who hate 
learned from ead exnperlence In the tropics 
prefer to be dry. Here we ate an outpost 
io the entire army, as we are further north 

» then any. Dally our pickets are fired upon, 
yet here we etick while our bull carts go 
back for more rations. 

Our sick I'st is growing at a rapid rate. 
Tt is now 20 per cent ty the regiment, dys- 
intery largely. 

The hard life and field rations, the con- 
Stent strain and the fearful climate are 
telling on the men. 

What makes ff all the worse is that only 
at jong intervals can we send an ambulance 
back under escort. Gen. Mac4rthur'’s col- 
umn is supposed to be somewhere near us, 
but aside from this knowledge we are in 
the dark. 

Verily our burden grows apace. 

All night long do rifle shots ring out from 
the pickets guarding our camp. and a cap- 
tured spy says blacks are all about us. 


“Fighting’’ Maj. Digeles of the Thirteenth 
Mirnesota was shot through the head while 
reconnoitering at the head of Company K 


and a company of Oregon volunteers. Of 


this occurrence Dr. Law says: 

This little man was an entire stranger to 
the emotion of fear. As he stood calmly 
reconnoitering a bullet struck him just 
above the eyes and went entirely through 
his head. When their major fell the bers 
tock the bit between fte'r teeth and cleared 
the treaches. We brought our gallant officer 
back to our’ field hoepital. where we did 
what we cou'd. Gol, Somers, br gade com- 
mander, ordered me to save no expense 
of tronvle, but hasten to Manila with the 
Major, offered every ald in his power and 
wired Gen. Lawton to assist me through. 

Then came a terrible race of thirteen 
hours with death. They reached Gen. 
Lawton’s headquarters and he promised 
them a special train from Malalos to 
Manila. Dr. Law had in charge two am- 
bulances full of sick and wounded, includ- 
ing Maj. Diggles, and only six men to guard 
them in a territory filled with hostile 
natives. At Gingua he encountered the 
Twenty-second regulars and was warned 
pot to try to cross the river. 

When the Twenty-second officers hear 
our Major is wounded and with wus, they 
cannot do enough for us, turn out a com- 
pany of their regiment, strip their men, 
hiteb long ropes to our ambulances and 
drag them through the river by main force, 
and it is no easy task, for the water runs 
like a mill race and is over the ambylance 
floors. It is an uneanny sight. In the flick- 
ering of the ambulance lanterns, we can 
see the plung ng mules and naked men 
struggling in the black water. Finally,

We pase many tnsurgent trenches on the 
way in. and finally pull into Malolos at 2:15 
a. m. Here we find a special train aad 
hospital car waiting for fs, and we are 
whirled away to Manilia. 


There Maj. Diggles died. 

Maj. Lewis R, Dawson, surgeon of the 
First Washington Volunteer Infantry, and 
surgeon of Gen. Wheaton’s provisional 
brigade at the time it acted as a flying 
column against the Filipino insurgents last 
March and April, has written to W. R. 
Dawson of Columbus, O., a graphic account 
of some of his experiences afield. In part 
he says: 

Our regiment, wiih the exception of four 
companies, which have done Interior guard 
work about Palo, Pandoecan and santa Ana, 
has been constantly in intrenchments before 
San Pedro, facing the insuigents near the 
Guadeloupe church, and constsapily under 
fire day and n.ght, baving en ki.led ofr 
wounded almost every day. Tils has been 
disagreeable and vety hard work, but It has 
helped to season our men aud almost make 
veterans of the regiment, because they have 
learned to be more cautious about exposlag 
themselves unnecessar ly, while at the same 
time they do not fear the fire of the enemy, 
and they become so tired of staying in the 
trenches that they we come the opportunity 
tv advance upon the enemy. 


Wheaton’s brigade was formed for the 
purpose of sweeping the F.lipinos out of the 
district bounded by Manila on the west, 
Lake Laguna de Bay on the east and the 
Pasig River on the north Maj. Dawson 
says: 


Last Monday morning, Match 13 after the 
artillery had sent several # el.s Into the 
entrenchments of the inpsu.geais oar whole 
line advanced, driving the enemy out of 
their entrenchments. The plan was for the 
Oregons, Twenty-second and Twentieth. to 
sewing around to the left and rar of tie 
enemy to a point nearly three mies disiant 
and then get behind them, so that when our 
regiment advanced on their right we would 
have them between the river (Pasig) on the 
north and the Oregons and reguiats on the 
south and east thus get irg them into a 
trap. But our right wing did not advance 
fast enough nor swing far enough to the 
enemy's rear, so that when we advanced 
they retreated and had a chance to get 
away, though with considerable loss in 
wounded and a feW killed. 

Whether this was due to fear on the purt 
of the regulars of excessive can'ion on the 
mart of thelr officers, I do not know, but it 
sa fact that eome of the regalar officets 
had hard work to get theif companies for- 
ward and had to strike and urge them to 
get them along. Neatly two-thirds of each 
regiment (the Twentieth and Twenty sec- 
ond) are recruits, ur ‘‘rookies,"’ as the men 
eall it, having been recruited since the San- 
tiago campaign, to replace the | sses there, 
and most of the old soldi-rs of these regi- 
nents had had feveta In Cuba and payed 
out from heat and exhaustion, 

You will think I am prejudived against 
the regulars, but I am not. I believe some 
of our Filipino prisonets told the truth 
when they told some of our men that they 
were not afraid of the soldiers with the 
light uniforms and the little guns (gus 
which made little noise, 1. e., the iNrag-Jor- 
gensen gun of the regulara), but they dad 
not tike the big, ditty men with blue shirts 
and guns that make a big boom-bhoo'n, 

You see, our regiment and the {[daho and 
Colorado and North Dakotas and several 
other of the volunteer regiments are all 
armed with the oid Springfieldsrifi's. They 
have not deen able to get the new khaki 
uniforms and their blue «shirts are nearly 
worn out and many had but one, so they 
could not keep them very clean, and the 
dark brown canvas suits look dirty and 
slouchy, even when they are new. 

The natives here are very clean and heat 
and they had eeen our men around the city 
so long before the fight, looking elovenly and 
not very neat or clean (because many of 
them had let their beards grow or elee d'‘d 
not shave very often) and they bad come 
to think they did not amount te much, 

Bes'des, on the morning of the Sth. after 
lving in the mud and wearer of the rice 
ficlda all night and wading through a 
siough up to their necks in mud and water 
at the very atart of the chatge, our mon 
were actually dirty—in fact some of them 
were just pasted with mud up to their 
eats, They had got so co'd and wet and 
mad lying there being shot at and hit with- 
out seelng anything to shoot at but the 
flash of the enemy's guns, that when it be- 
came daylight enough to see their gun- 
sights they got up and astatted on a run for 
the insurgents, giving a tremendous yell as 
they did so. 


It scared the insurgents so to see them 
deliberately coming at them in the face of 
their fire that they broke and ran, ‘The 
insurgents have never gotten over it, so 
now when they see the dirty blue shirts 
coming at them they won't stand, but get 
out as fast as they can. 


IWMPHS OF 


Washington Voiunteers before the begin- 
ning of the rainy season Maj. Dawson said: 


We hbave 160 men on the sick list, includ- 
ing 28 wounded in the hvuspital. Between 
eb. 4 and March 20 we lost 19 men killed 
and 86 wounded. 


Sergeant Fritz Andrae and Private Wil- 
liam H. Reeves, late members of the United 
States Volunteer Signal Corps, have made 
some interesting statements concerning 
their experiences on the Island of Luzon. 
Part of their duties lay in,obtaining photo- 
graphs of the interior of the island during 
the hostilities last summer and fall, and 
with their cameras they penetrated for 
miles into parts where possibly no white 
man, and almost certainly no American, had 
ever preceded them. Their accounts of the 
native populat’on, their customs, disposition 
and manner of living are most interesting, 
especially as they entirely controvert the 
generally accepted ideas of §£ Filipino 
savagery. 

Reeves is a graduato of the University 
of California, 

They claim to have found thé people pos- 

sessed of a degree of civilization scarcely 
to be credited, with schools, village organt- 
zations and churches, all of which they 
marage themselves, and tn which they take 
a patriotic pride. Through trackless forests 
these young men state that they have wan- 
dered, receiving from the Tagalos whom 
they met courtesy and hospitality which 
would compare favorably with that to be 
expected in countries supposed to be far 
more enlightened. : 
* One of their trips brought them to Malolos, 
the Insurgent capital, at the time that 
Aguinaldo’s proclamation of independence 
vas read to the p biic and he himself 
elected to the Presidency. They were the 
only Americans present at this interesting 
ceremony, which they describe as being 
conducted with great enthusiasm and 
earnestness and an entire absence of dis- 
order of any kind, 

Regarding the outcome of the war they 
hold the most pessimistic views, declaring 
that even should the Fil pinos acknowledge 
American rule the climate of thetislands 
would preclude anything like wholesale 
colonization. Typhoid, malaria, smal! pox 
and leprosy are, according to their state- 
ments, only waiting to claim the white men 
for their prey should they attempt to set- 
tle permanently inland. Bes‘des, the ac- 
knowledgment of defeat by Aguinaldo 
would, they say, mean really nothing, Any 
attempt to invest capital in mines, planta- 
tions, etc., in the interior must be pro- 
tected by the army, Since defenseiess white 
mén would no dowbt be slaughtered by the 
Tagalos, who would naturally look upon 
them as invaders of their country, without 
regard to the fact that the insurgent Presi- 
dent or Dictator had surrendered. Thus 
they contend the war must be one of ex- 
termination, at least Wherever the white 
men chose to settle, and this extermination 
they declare ia manifestly impolitic, since 
the at least partly civilized Filipino could 
under different conditions be employed to 
advantage in spreading that civilization 
among the more barbarous tribes of the 
other tslands, particularly in the south. 

That the war is totally unnecessary they 
also affirm, asserting that the Filipinos are 
perfectly ready to accept a protectorate, 
which would be as advantageous to the 
Americans as absolute dominion. Mantla 
could be ours and all customs duties, etc., 
could pass through American hands. All 
that the natives would ask would be practi- 
eally home rule, and this it is declared the 
interior villages and towns enjoyed even un- 
der Spanish rule. 

The Filipinos are not without their Lafay- 
ette, ignoble though he be. The historian 
of the Thirteenth Minnesota in an account 
of a night skirmish says 

“We could distinctly hear commands given 
in English from the Filipino front. Fither 
an Englishman or a renegade American was 
in command there, as we distinctly heard 
him say: ‘Shoot jower: lower! lower! Give 


the Yankees ——! A wounded native who 
was captured sald a white man and a 
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Japanese were in command of the outfit that 
faced us." 

Lieut. James Harkens of Mount Pieasant, 
Pa., recently mustered out of the army on 
account of {ll health, says concerning the 
conquest of the Philippines: 


It is my opinion that the United States 
Government is as far to-day from the ac- 
complishment of its object as when it com- 
Mmenced Operations. It will take at least 
100,000 mea to coh uer the islands, and then 
held the places taken after the enemy is 
driven out. We have never been able to re- 
tain places conquered for any length of 
time because of the insufficiency of troops 
to garrison them. 

Our forward movement began from Manila 
on Feb. 4, and we got-as far at Malolos by 
Feb. 28. We fought at least one battle 
every day during that time. and the Fill- 
Pinos contested every foot of ground with 
the most stubborn. pertinacity. There was 
only one road, and that in poor cond'tion, 
it be!ng almost impassable in rainy weather. 
The surrounding country was a muss of 
jungle, bamboo forests and rice plantations 
flooded with water, so as to be nearly im- 
penetrable. The Filipinos have no courage 
to come out and fight in the open, but 
adopt the Indian method of sheoting fro 
amineh and cutting off smal) detache 

arties or indiv'dual soldiers who x 
sdlated from the rest. As a rule they 
Were better armed than our soldiers. being 
equipped with excellent Manser of Spring- 
Roa rifles and having abundance of ammuni- 

on. 

When we took possession of a tow

content with whatever we could get,

our regiment, and of all the troops. for that 
matter, was in favor of com'nge back home, 
but that d'd not mean that they desired to 
abandon the flag, or leave before other 
troopa were provided. [| helleve I am cor. 
rect in seyine that not a mean in one forces, 
either of voluteers or reen)ars, would care te 
en'iet again for service in the Phi'ipnines 
after the experience they have had there 
The climete, for one th'ne, te eo unenited 
to the constitutions and habhite of Am*rieana 
that they fapnet hold up under it, and at 
levat one-thT®l of the men of our reetment 
were nick when 7 loft there.

The structe 
ure is @ dividing line between the high, 
rugged hills of China on one hand and the 
great sandy tableland of Mongolla on the 
other, with dim mountain summits in the 
distance. Over these barren, rocky spurs 
and acclivities, ascending to their topmost 
summits, winding about in. irregular 
curves and gigzage, goes the great bar- 
rier, like some huge serpent, its serried bat- 
tlements clearcut against the sky on the 
highest ridges.

It is very 
curious aud interesting, no doubt, but 
what cam I do with it? And isn’t it dan- 
gerous stuff, anyhow, to have about the 
house *~”’ 

T45 answer these very natural questions 
as fully as possible, yet briefly and in 
‘plain- language, is the purpose of this ar- 
ticle. 

Only home uses will be considered, and 
even of these scarcely half can be indi- 
cated. If there is any limit to the ulti- 


mate possibilities of liquid air the were 


hasn't yet discovered it. 

First. how will] it be supplied, how long 
can it be kept. and is it safe to handle? 

It will be brought to your house, like 
milk or seltzer water, in protected cans 
containing any desired quantity, from 4&4 
quart or two up to 2 or 30 gallons.

Bids have been ad- 
yertised ‘for by the Government under the 
aot of Congress approved May 4, 1898, pro- 
viding for the construction of three pattle- 
ships, of which the Missouri is to be one. 
Following are the specifications for her 
construction as officially set forth:

In ancther respect liquid air !s like bo'l- 
ing water. It must not Be confined. Plug 
up your tea kettie and it wili soon burst. 
Jf the plugged kettle contained Jiquid air 
it would do the same. thing, even though 


set upon a bleck of ice, for this strange 
stuff is always boiling and you can’t pre- 
vent it. 

Be careful also not to wet cotton waste 
or any other loose, combustible substance 
with this fluid. Such a mixture is vio- 
lently explosive, though only until the liquid 
gas has evaporated, and it will not ex- 
ploce unless fire is put to it.

ONE SINGER'S VOICE. 

Joseph F, Hortiz, the young 8t. Lowis 
counter-tenor who sings at Ernst’s PavN- 
lon in Carondelet, was “discovered,” so fur 
as the pubiic js concerned, by Fent Farn- 
ham, himself a vocalist, former manager, 
and all around theatrical man, The dis- 
covery was followed by quite an animated 
controversy between several local amateur 
and professional singers as to what Hortiz’s 
volce really was. 

It came about in this way: About sx 
vears ago Mr. Farnham was organiaing @ 
ert company, which was to go out on 
the read giving the second act of 
“Martha.” He advertised for a tenor, and 
in reply received a modestly worded note 
signed Joseph Hortiz, 620 Pine street. Mr, 
Farnham called at the address and found 
it to be an engraver's shop, When he 
asked if ‘Mr. Hortiz’’ was there the man 
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addresse1 looked puzzled, then said: 
you mean Joe; 1'H call him.” 
When “Jae” «ppeared Mr, Farnham was 
confronted with a boy 15 years old, and 
neither tall nor stout fer his age. Mr. 
Farnham thougat some mistake had been 
made, but on stating that he had received 
a reply to an advertisement, the lad 
brightened up and took his visitor into an- 
other room where they ceuld be alone. He 
tald how he could “‘yodle” and had given 
imitations of Emmett and Charles Gardi- 
ner at various Turner halls and was anxious 
to get before the public fairly. In those 
days, more than now, imitators of these 
Gefman comedians were plentiful as black- 
berries, and Farnham wus not impressed, 
Still the boy was so eager that he hated to 
crush him by a refusal point blank of his 
services, 80 he let him down eaaily by tell- 
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ing him that the part absolutely required 
aman, hut that later on he might use him 
in concert work, Joe pleaded earnestly that 
Farnham at least hear him sing. Giving 
him his address, Farnham told him to cal) 
some evening. 

Shortly afterwards Joe called in company 
with a well known local tenor. The latter 
essayed to sing ‘“‘Let Me Like a Soldier 
Fall,’ but was unable to reach satisfac- 
torlly the high note. After Shields had 
made several vain efforts, Joe asked to be 
allowed to try it Doubtful of his ability 
to accomplish it Farnham aliowed him to 
try it just-to satisfy himn. The youngster 
not only sung the song correctly, but took 
the high notes with perfect ease, and witn 
‘“‘more up his sleeve.’’ Farnham was sur- 
prised and delighted, and recognized at 
once that the boy had a phenomenal voice, 
Not so the other singer. He declared that 
Joe’s voice was not a tenor bul a falsetto. 
There was quite a controversy about it, 
and later Jce was invited to sing before 
several of the best known loca! vocalists 
and musicians, 

At subsequent trials, Farnham says, 
Jack Shields, Wayman McCreery, Lester 
Crawford and Joe Salor united in, decid.ng 
the boy’s voice to bea falsetto or maie alto. 
Farnham insisted that it was an unde- 
veloped tenor. 

Four months later Farnham gave Joe his 
first engagement with a concert company 
en tour, and he freely admits that on sev- 
eral occasions Joe’s work served to save 
the performance from falling flat. 

Three years ago Joe was engaged for 
the season with Dumont’s M.nstrels, in 
Pwiladelphia. The management has not let 
him get away a season since. The mem- 
bers of that company all declare Mr. Hor- 
izi’s voice to be a pronounced tenor, thus 
carrying out Mr. Farnham’s prediction, 
made when the boy's voice was not fu.ly 
developed. Mr. Heoritz will rejoin Dumont’'s 
Minstrels for his fourth season in the fall. 
He is a St. Louis boy bred and born, and 
mostly self-taught. While fiLiing his St. 
Louis engagement eh makes his nome with 
his parents on Wyoming street, near Ben- 
ton Park.

OMEO AND JULIET” in Arabic! 
“R What an odd suggestion! Yet 
why should there not be a trans- 
lation of this warm-blooded drama into the 
tongue of Araby the blest? A _ traveler, 
writing from Cairo, Egypt, tells how he 
and a party of friends witnessed the play. 
He says: 

From our box, facing the stage, we look 
down on a sea of red tarbooshes, broken 
here and there by the turban of a she-kh. 
On our left a few harem boxes with wh.te 
lace curtains drawn t.ghtly across the front 
indicate that the fair sex are not entirely 
shut out from the joys of the drama. The 
peepholes originally cut to enabie the ladies 
to obtain a ciear view of the stage have 
been, in several instances, materially en- 
larged by the hands of the fair play-gvers, 
and we catch, now and then, a glimpse of 
a face, the flash of an earr.ng and the red 
glow of a Lghted cigarette, 

Impatient for the p.ay to begin, the oc- 
cupants of the back benches stamp their 
feet with dogged persistence, and afier 
ten minutes of this amusement the curtain 
is rung up, revealing the entire comp. .0Hmy, 
at. and formed in two rows, the 
principais, of course, in the foreground. 

In a doleful chant punctuated with 
mournful groans we Dave the prvuiogue, and 
assuredly the ‘“‘Misauventured, piteous 
overthrows” of the lovers of Verona never 
fathomed the depths of woe suggesied by 
this Arab choir. The curtain fails amid 
vociferous appiaus, and five minutes iater 
rises again, .reveaiing the amorous Romeo, 
clad in red doubiet and sky biue trunks, 
gazing With rapture at the baicony of h.s 
lady love. 

Our Romeo, a noted singer—in the 
styie—pours forth bis tale of love in 
gied song, and at each pause the sympa- 
thetic audience chime in with a deep and 
dolorous “Ah-h-h-h-h,”’ relling up thelr 
eyes Meanwhile, after the manner of diners 
at a charity banquet when the chairman 
in his post-prand.al speech dilates on the 
sufferings of the starving poor. 

No Juliet appearing, the actor comes 
down the etage, apparentiy to secure the 
aympathy of the house, which groans “‘Ah- 
h-h-h-h!"* as one man, to atimulate him to 
still greater efforts. Romeo harangues now 
the balcony, now his audience, breaking 
here and there Into song with strange ! 
contort.ons, the inevitable accompaniment 
of Arab vocal music. 

The lover's passionate appeals are heard 
at last. At the tiny window of the liitie 
balcomy the face of a substantial pr 
appears, and while the fair heroine deiiy- 
ers her eoliloquy, Romeo, -with ecstatic ¢

The Use of Glycerine. 

RS. W. C., Chicago.—If glycerine 
agrees with your face I should 
certainly use it. It is excellent 

in many cases, but occasionally it te 
absolutely irritating, and then it should 
never be used. Suppose you try this ointe 
ment. You can have it put up at any 
chemist'’s: 

Subnitrate of bismuth, 1 dram; powdered arrow- 
root, 1 dram; olntment of benzoated oxide of 
sinc, 1 ounce. Apply at night. 

Glycerine with rosewater and a little 
simple tincture of benzoin will probably be 
as good for your skin in the way of a lo- 
tlon—or better than anything else. About 
an ounce of glycerine to four or five of 
rosewater. One-half teaspoonful of simple 
tincture of benzoin will be enough for this 
quantity. 

I am so pleased to know of your success 
with the face brush. It is always gratify- 
ing to me to’ hear that my counsel has been 
productive of success. You know of course 
that I do not manufacture cosmetics and 
have nothing of my own upon the market 
for sale. If you have seen anything al- 
leged to have been manufactured by me it 
is fraudulent. I have not been engaged for 
years in the manufacture of cosmetics. 

M. A. M.—I am very giad the tonic was 
so successful and very sorry you lost the 
formula, which I would repeat with pleas- 
ure if I knew which one it was. As it is, I 
give you two or three, and perhaps you will 
recognize the ingredients of the one that 
suited you so well. 

HAIR TONIC. 

Phenic acid, 2 grams; tincture of nux vomica, 
7% grams; tincture red cinchona, 30 grams: tinc- 
ture of cantharides, 2 grams; cologne, 180 grams; 
Sweet almond oil, 60 grams. Apply to the roots 
of the hair with a soft sponge once or twice a 
day. This lotioi is especially good for very dry 
hair. 

HAIR LOTION. 

Extract of rosemary, 1 dram; tincture of can- 
tharides, % dram; sw'ution of carbonate of po- 
tassium, 1% drams; distilled water, 4 fluid oungs. 

HAIR TONIC. 

Cologne, 8 ounces; tincture of cantharides, 1 
ounce; ofl of English lavender, oil of rosemary, % 
dram each. Apply to the roots of the hair dénce or 
twice a day. It is positively necessary that the 
scalp should be kept clean. Shampoo at least 
ence a week.

»ROF. HENRY A. WARD, who calls 
Pp himself, the . ‘Special | 

Chaser of the World,” and who al- 
ways caries with him a grip full of cooled- 
off meteors, is at Coronadg, Cal., to ar- 
range a collection of meteors he has in that 
section, ia . 

Prof. Ward has in Rochester, N. Y.., 
natural history clearing house, where ma- 
ter‘al from all thé *natural S¢fences, except 
botany and entomology are gathered, These 
materials are gathered from all parts of. 
the world by. the Professor and a large 
‘staff of assistants. Trained naturalists are 
employed in the Rochester institution pre- 
paring and-classifying the collections. For 
example, skins of animals are softened and 
stuffed and bones are bleached and articu- 
lated. 
sent out to universities, colleges and mu- 
seums, both national and private. 

While Prof. Ward has dévoted 45 years 
of his life to the collection of natural his- 
tory objects, the last 15 have been occupied 
in the special pursuit of,.,meteorites. He 
started on his last.trip abroad in Septem- 
ber, 1898, that being the e'ghty-fifth cross- 
ing of the Atlantic he has made, The ob- 
ject of the journey was to increase his col- 
lection of meteors. There being only few he 
can buy with money, he has to make his 
acquisiton by exchange, and for the pur- 
pose always has a few little meteors or 
pieces .of meteors in his leather valise’ 
ready for trading purposes. On the last 
journey, howeyer, he took a couple . of 
trunkfuls of the valuable stones along with 
him. 

Of course the mefeors are accustomed to 
traveling, as in their rapid transit from 
some comet’s tall to this earth they trav- 
eled at the rate of 140 miles a Second, and 
some of them _ commenced the journey 
when Adam was a baby. The meteorites 
the Professor uses‘as ia medium of ex- 
change he has. collected in America, Aus- 
tralia and Japan, Thése he trades for other 
méteors in;the royal museums of Russia, 
Scandinavia, and, in short, all the royal 
museums of Europe except those of Spain 
and France. He did. not visit the former 
country betause. the Spanish were not !in 
a frame of mind just at that time to buy 
‘any American. meteors, 

The meteor chaser, in his travels, .wisited 
‘many places-that it took Margo Polo, in his

‘time, two and three years to reach and re- 


turn. He paid a visit to the Shah of Per- 
‘sid and. had an audtence of that potentate 
in’ his: palace. 

“What I went for,” said the Professor, 
‘was. a.pieve of.the meteor called the Ver- 
amin, after the place where it was.found. 
It is one of a class,few im. number, and. is, 
therefore, desirable, and, more than. that, 
it is now owned by but.two persons inthe 
world.

HERE is no necessity for being poor.

to pay the price. Fortunately, the cost is 
mot great, looking at it from a sensible 
point of view. Self-dental and self-sac- 
rifice is all that is required. Not much to 
the unprejudiced, thinking person, but to 


one who enjoys abusing all his privileges 
@s a citizen, the cost is magnified many, 


many times. 

We are all the author of our own fortunes 
and if we are poor it is our fault. It is 
@oubtless sometimes true that conditions 
over which we have no control may aggra- 
wate the case, but indirectly, if not di- 
rectly, we are responsible for them, re- 
gardiess of how much we blame fate and 
the industrial state of the country. How- 
ever, I am not denying that the present 
fndustrial condition could not be improved, 
neither am I saying it could not be worse. 
The question is, are we all improving the 
opportunities that we have? Are we not 
gestiess and discontented? I think that you 
“will say no to the first and yes to the lasty 
question. The desire to imitate is charac-

¢han in our fellow beings. All about us are 
people whom we envy, because they are 
better off in this world’s goods than our- 
selves.

JORN DAVIS THOUGHT HIMSELF GUILTY OF MURDER 


Convicted of a Crime He Now Knows He 


Did Not

body was left in ignorance of the facts so 
far as they were publicly known. 

Jack Davis had some foundation for his 
bélief that the bullets which caused the 
death of Cummings and Wilson were from 
his pistol, for he had engaged in a shooting 
affray with unknown antagonists near a 
place called Dunn’s Camp, on Deep Creek, 
on the night of Feb. 2, 189%, whereas the 
actual killing occurred two days later, and 
15 miles from the scene of Davis’ shooting 
ecrape. lt was a sudden encounter between 
Jack und his antagonists, such as could 
occur only on the frontier between reck- 
Jess or desperate men, or between adverse 
classes, such as are the cattle drovers and 
the sheep herders of that country. 

It was after nightfall when Davis was 
ppproaching Dunn’s Camp, and he was 
gtartled by the sudden onslaught of a 
gheep herder’s dog barking at the heels of 
his -horse. Drawing his pistol he shot at 
the dog, and almost instantly he heard the 
crack of a Winchester rifle, and a bullet 
whistied by his head. Then followed a duel 
¢n the durk, of which Jack gave a weird 
deacription. He said: 

“J took bearings on the spot where I saw 
the flash and blezed away as quick as Il 
could. Then I planted my spurs in my 
horse’s sides and fairly ‘raised’ him out 
of his tracks, so as to change my position 
fn the event of my antagonist coming 
back with another shot, He came back all 

ht, and I leveled at the place where he 


P ™ “shot from, jumping my horse again the 


wame as before. He replied in iike manner, 
but my tactics kept him guessing, and 
though he was uncomfortably close in his 
range none of his shots took effect. It was 
go dark that I couldn't tell what kind of 
execution I was doing, but kept at it as 
jong as I had a cartridge in my belt.’’ 

Thus in the impenetrable darkness of the 
might, the men pumped lead at each other 
until their ammunition was exhausted, 
ghen Davis rode away toward Albion. 

Geveral days later the bodies of Cum- 
Ming and Wilson were found on the range, 
and Davis naturally credited himself with 
having caused the death of the men during 
his mocturnal fusillade, He saw no reason 
for believing otherwise, and made no secret 
lof his opinion in this regard, Davis be- 
jonged to what Is known in that country as 
thé cattlemen’s faction, and his oft-repeat- 
ed Geclaration that he would rather kill 
sheepmen for $0 a month than to do any- 
‘thing else at double pay stood against him 
$n the minds of the general public. 

Gray's sworn confession of the killing, 
which was a startling surprise to the peo- 
ple of idaho, showed not only that Davis 
had nothing to do with-it, but that he was 
6 miles from the scene of the tragedy. This 
was confirmed by Bower's statement,

of their opponents. In this regard the 
sheep men were said to be the most flagrant 
offenders against this unwritten law of the 
community, The question entered the field 
of politics, and absolutely decided the fate 
of candidates for public office. 

James E. Bower, himself a wealthy man, 
and related by marriage to one of the mil- 
lionaire owners of the Sparks-Harrell 
range, which is 100 miles long by 75 miles 
wide, and controls 3,000,000 acres, was rid- 
ing over the range on Feb. 4, 189, when. he 
saw a sheep man’s wagon and a bunch of 
sheep on the cattlemen’s e:de of the divi-le. 
He had been joined by Jeff D. tiray, and 
the two men rode over to see who the iIn- 
truders were. 


Dismounting, they exchanged the custo- 
mary greetings and climbed into the wagon, 
where Cummings and Wilson were prepar- 
ing a meal. After chatting a few minutes, 
according to Bower’s story, Bower asked 
Wilson if he thought he was doing right 
in bringing his sheep across the divide to 
drive the cattlemen off the range, since 
it is deemed that cattle will have nothing 
to do with a country where sheep have 
been until after the succeeding season, at 
least. Wilson responded that he had a 
right to be where he was, whereupon Bow- 
er, as he declares, jokingly replied that he 
(Wilson) knew he was lying, when Wiison 
jumped on Bower, who is a small man, and 
gripping him by the throat, pressed him 
backwards with great force against Gray, 
who was sitting on the front end-board of 
the wagon. Gray was hurled to the ground 
and Bower, who had his overcoat buttoned 
up to his chin, with his pistol in his vest 
scabbard, was thrown across the front of 
the wagon. 

Fearing he was about to be killed, Bower 
tried to get out his pistol, but Wilson 
caught it and the two struggled for its pos- 
session, Wilson was a powerfu] man, while 
Bower was dazed and partly paralyzed. 
Wilson was just getting the pistol from 
Bower, and both the cattlemen eay he mut- 
tered, “I'll get you both.”” At that moment 
there was a report of a pistol, followed 
by a second shot, and Wilson fell dead 
across Bower's still prostrate form. 

Here Gray takes up the story. He says 
that as soon as he recovered himeelf, after 
being thrown from the wagon by the im- 
pact of Bower's body in the powerful grasp 
of Wilson, he turned and saw Cummings 
in the act ‘of leveling a Winchester rifle at 
him; that he thought it a case of do or 
die, and that, whipping out his pistol, he 
shot at Cummings, who, without a word, 
dropped his gun. At that instant, he says, 
Cummings’ flerce remark, “I'll get you 
both,”’ startled him, and the shot Wilson 
twice before Wilson could get Bower's pis- 
tol free for use. 

Other sheepmen were in the neighborhood, 
so Bower and Gray rode away. Bower went 
to Ogden, where on Feb, 9, he told John 
Sparks, his employer, all about the shoot- 
ing. This was six days before the finding 
of the bodies of Cummings and Wilson. 
This part is corroborated by Mr. Sparks; 
and this, he says, explains his earnest de- 
sire to see Davis go free, for he feels that 
it would be a stain on all concerned to 
tHave an innocent man hanged for the mur- 
der of two men who, he believes, were 
Killed by another man in self-defense. 
Already Sparks has expended severa) thou- 
eand dollars in the defense of Davis, and 
will not desert the prisoner as long as there 
is a chance for saving his life. If Davis 
had been acquitted, Gray and Bower say 
they would never have disclosed the fact 
that they killed Wilson and Cummings. 


At Devis’ trial there was evidence to 


AY 


Davis’ braggadocio and his many contra- 
dictions in regard to other matters, togeth- 
er with the fact that a few months before 
he had shot a sheepman named Tolman, 
caused the jury to believe that Davis was 
guilty, and he was convicted of murder in 
the first degree and sentenced to be hanged, 
He appealed to the Supreme Court, but no 
flaws were found in the record and the 
judgment of death was affirmed. A petition 
for commutation of sentence was made to 
the Board of Pardons and a respite was 
granted. At the beginning of 1899 a new 
Board of Pardons took office and the mat- 
ter was presented to them, but they re- 
fused relief. 

After Bower and Gray confessed to their 
part in the killing of Cummings and Wilson 
they were arrested and taken to Albion for 
trial. When*Gray’s case was called the 
District Attorney of Cassia County moved 
to dismiss the charge, alleging that he 
did not believe Gray had anything to do 
with it. Gray’s attorney’s opposed the mo- 
tion to dismiss, saying that the prisoner 
wished to show that he acted in self-de- 
fense. After a day’s argument the motion 
to dismiss was denied, and at the end 
of a trial lasting five days a verdict of 
not guilty on the ground of self-deferge 
was rendered by the jury. Bower will 
be tried next September. 

Briefly stated, the opinion expressed by 
the District Attorney of Cassia County is 
the same as that held by sheepmen throughe 
out Idaho, namely, that Bower and Gray 
conspired to save Diamond Field Jack’s 
neck by risking their own. This is one of 
the remarkable features of this remarkable 
case. 

As Gray swears that Bower had no hand 
in the killing, it is difficult to see how 
the Prosecuting Attorney hopes to secure 
a conviction, and yet Bower’s lawyers 
would fight a dismissal of his case as Dbit- 
terly as they opposed the motion for Gray's 
dismissal, 

The Idaho Board of Pardons twice re- 
fused clemency, Jack Davis’ lawyers took 
the case to the

THAN PUGILIST JAMES JEFFRIES, | 


Taller, Wider, Heavier, Had a Leanne Reach 
and Bigger Muscles.

EKORGE WASHINGTON was a 
stronger man than Champion Jef- 
fries. 

A bigger man in every way, a man with 
a longer reach, bigger muscles, greater 


Strength, far greater endurance; a man 
who could have beaten Jeffries at his own 
game or at any one of the many other 
games in which the other was proficient. 

Measurements will prove it. Washington 
was 6 feet 2 inches tall; Jeffries ts 6 feet 1 
inch, 

Washington weighed 230 pounds, yet every 
inch and ounce of him was of the highest 
quality. There was not a particle of super- 
fluous flesh on him. He was all bone and 
sinew. Jeffries weighs in training 204 
pounds, 

Waghington’s normal chest measurement 
was 4% inches; Jeffries‘ 43%. 

Washington measured about the waist 37 
inches and %% around the thighs. 

Jeffries’ waist measure is #%, his thiugn 
2Alg. 
Washington was an inch taller, an incn 
larger in the chest, had three inches more 
girth and was an inch larger about the 
thighs than Jeffries. 

Dr. Andrews, who has seen, every pu- 
gilistic champion of the world, with one ex- 
ception, since the ’0’s, says: ‘‘Not one of 
these was physically equal to Jeffries.’’ 

One of Harvard’s most famous coaches 
(Watson) is an oarsman of record and re- 
nown; a master in the art of choosing men 
for strength, speed, staying power and fit- 
ness for arduous struggle combined, 

He has seen the best athletes that Har- 
vard, Cornell and Yale, Columbia, Princeton 
and the University of Pennsylvania have 
ever turned out; not a few of the best of 
Oxford and Cambridge as well, and about 
all of America’s leading professional oars, 
including Hanlon, Courtney and the three 
famed families of professionals—the Wards, 
Biglins and Ten Eycks. 


We took him before Trumbull’s portrait 
of Washington, which was pronounced ex- 
cellent by Custis, Washington's stepson. 

He looked at the picture long and earnest- 
ly and said: ‘‘That’s the best built man 
I ever saw.’’ 


Jeffries can stand the work for four or- 
dinary men. Washington could do more 
than eight. 

Jeffries in training took five-mile jog—a 
comfortable trot alongside of a bicycle on 
a cinder path or a macadam road. 

Washington, according to Ricketts, ‘‘was 
amazingly swift of foot.”” No Indian 
equalled him. Five miles is nothing to 
an Indian. Washington did 25 miles a 
day with ease over unbroken trails, falling 
timber, blazing his way with an ax as he 
went. 

Jeffries, returning from his jog, would 
spar five fast rounds with each of his three 
trainers, and having exhausted them, 
showed no signs of distress. 

A day’s work in the forest with gun, ax 
and theodolite, from sunup to sundown, 
would entitle a youth under 20 to sit down 
when evening came and take a rest. 

But Washington would tramp the forests 
all day, and, returning, would wrestle with 
seven giants (the Stevenson brothers) for 
recreation. He would tug and twist and 
strain and would rot stop until he had 
thrown each one in succession, We have 
this on the authority of his rector, the Rev. 
Dr. Weems, who says of the Stevenson 
brothers: ‘These men were herculean in 
strength and size—all of them over six feet 
and averaging 250 pounds each.”’ 

Seven men, mind you—not one, or even 
three or four, but seven! 

Having used his trainers up Jeffries 
would take a half-hour at the medicine 
ball and then rest. 

Washington, having surveyed all day in 
unbroken country—and any one who has 
tried it knows what exhausting work it is 
—and having downed seven men of his own 
height and heavicr, would then turn out 
on the green, which was several hundred 
yards long, and see which of the eight 


couM run and jump the best. “In all these 
trials of agility," says the doctor, “they 
stood no chance with him.” 

On moonlit nights they kept this up till 
bedtime. The seven, worn out, retired. 
Washington, still fresh, would eit over his 
books for hours. 

This is the way he got his education, 
which enabled him to become a General and 
a statesman, of whom Lincoln sald: “Too 


add brightness to the sun or glory to the 
name of Washington is alike impossible.” 

Jeffries, at the height of his glory, as 
champion of the world, is 23 years old. 

Washington at this time was 16. Had the 
best sparring master of to-day spent those 
three years with Washington and the 
Stephensons and taught them his art until 
they had mastered it—as Washington al- 
ways mastered everything he touched—and 
could Washington ‘at 2 have met James 
J. Jeffries in a finished glove contest, Jeff- 
ries would have lost. ’ 

I say this because Washington was more 
agile, was quicker, had greater strength, 
longer reach and far more endurance, ow- 
ing to his superb preparation and season- 
ing. 

Washington was supple, quick as the 
panther—quicker than an Indian. “His 
hands were so large,’’ says Mr. Custis, who 
lived with him and knew him intimately, 
“that could a cast of them have been pre- 
served to be exhibited in these degenerate 
days, it would be said to have belonged to 
the beings of a fabulous age.’’ 

Lafayette said in 1825 “I never saw s0 
large a hand on any human being as the 
General’s.’’ His feet were correspondingly 
large. He wore a number 13 shoe. With 
his fist he could fell an ox.’’ 

Jeffries would have had no show against 
that fist. 

Washington’s frame was of equal 
breadth from the shoulders tv the hips. Ask 
any athlete what that means. Ask Mul- 
doon what that means in wrestling. Ask 
the Greek what it means to your opponent 
to be three inches larger in the waist and 
one inch at the thighs. 

Washington was a Sandow in his arms, 
but his legs were the strongest part of 
his body. They were massive, long aud 
sinewy, and they were controlled by a 
head whose judgment has never been ex- 
celled in the history of this country, or of 
be world. Washington was the best wrestl- | 

“the most agile, the strongest and most 
eadindieaie best all-round man physically 
of his day,” says Bancroft, this among the 
60,000 men of the Continental Army, in 
which there were hundreds of picked men 
of rare strength and lasting power. For 
the work of nearly all of them at clearing 
land, at farming, hunting, fishing, survey- 
ing, felling forests, opening up new terri- 
tory, long experience in Indian warefare, 
with simple habits and frugal living, had 
built a hardy, splendid race, fit founders 
of a mighty nation. 

On the broad jump, Custis says, that 
Nathan Hale did ® feet; IAndley Murray, 
the grammarian, jumped 22 feet, but Wash- 
ington did 23. The present world’s record 
is 24 feet 6% inches. Do you think Jeffries 
could jump 23 feet? Try him and see. And 
what could not Washington have done if 
he had had the training that Kraenzlein 
has received? 

Rickets says: ‘‘Washington exceiled the 
hunter and woodsman in their habits.” 
And also, “I delight to see Washington ride 
and make it a point to fall in with him 
when I hear he is abroad on horseback. 
His seat is so firm, his management so easy 
and graceful that I, who am a professor of 
horsemanship, would go to him and learn 
to ride. I mention this gimply to show 
what an all-around man athletically the 
General was.” 

Jeffries is not dissipated and is a man of 
intense will power as well. His trainers 
said: “Stop drinking water.” Jeffries 
stopped, though the thirst kept him awake 
nights. After the’ fight he drank nothing 
but seltzer. I liked that. There’s charactcr 
for you. But look at Washington. He was 
absolutely free during his entire lifetime 
from every Known form of dissipation or 
anything that could undermine and destroy
